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BOOKS ON THE FILM 
ROGER MANVELL 


THE post-war period of writing on the art, technique and history of the 
film has revealed a growing maturity in film studies. Film-making is now 
somewhat over sixty years old. The sound film (which, after a brief stage of 
doubt, was revealed to be an art form whose potentialities vastly exceeded 
the capacities of the silent film) had only enjoyed a bare ten years of creative 
activity before the Second World War came and denied students both the 
leisure and the opportunities necessary for research. In the case of the film 
there were no universities or other independent centres where fact-finding 
and historical evaluations could be carried out, though more recently in 
Britain both the British Film Institute and the British Film Academy* 
(founded in 1947) have endeavoured to contribute in a limited form to 
independent film studies through the sponsorship of certain specific research 
undertakings. This work will be mentioned later. 

In most countries, including Britain, film studies are therefore almost 
entirely the result of the devotion of independent enthusiasts—film-makers 
who like to write about their art, critics interested in long-term values and 
independent students whose researches may or may not be undertaken under 
some form of sponsorship. For example, France, Italy and Britain in particular 
have published many authoritative studies since the war in film history and 
aesthetics, some (such as Georges Sadoul’s work in France and Rachael Low’s 
in Britain) extending to several volumes. 

The comparative scarcity of serious books on the cinema by British writers 





*The British Film Academy has recently joined forces with a kindred body organised by British 
television producers and directors to create a new body, the Society of Film and Television Arts. 
This is a cultural association for the leading professional technicians and creative workers in film 
and television. 
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has led to certain British publishers issuing their own editions of books 
originally published abroad. Books of comment on their art by noted film- 
makers such as Jean Cocteau and René Clair are examples. Clair’s Reflections 
on the Cinema (1953, Kimber, 18s.) is a translation of an illuminating inter- 
change of thoughts with his past self through quoting and commenting on 
his writings of the twenties, and Cocteau on the Film (1954, Dobson, 12s.6d.) 
and Diary of a Film (1950, Dobson) gave the English reader a chance to under- 
stand Cocteau’s highly individual and significant attitude to his own work. 
Ivor Montagu’s translations of the late V. I. Pudovkin’s classics Film Technique 
and Film Acting, both mainly concerned with the silent film, have also been 
re-issued, more recently by the Vision Press in a special one-volume memorial 
edition (1958, sos.). They take their places alongside the editions of Sergei 
Eisenstein’s theoretical studies of the film translated by Jay Leyda in America, 
The Film Sense (reprinted 1955, Faber, 15s.) and Film Form (1949, Dobson; 
reprint likely). 


The pioneers of the cinema in America have reached an age when their 
autobiographies (usually transcribed with the help of professional writers) are 
due and, when they appear, are of the greatest interest in helping to assess 
the particular form of commercial and artistic perception which led to the 
founding of the cinema as a great industry and an exciting new form of 
artistic expression. British publishers have reissued, for example, Adolf Zukor’s 
The Public is Never Wrong (1954, Cassell), Joe Pasternak’s Easy the Hard Way 
(1956, W. H. Allen) and Mack Sennett’s King of Comedy (1955, Peter Davies, 
I§s., now $s.). These men in various ways forced themselves through to the 
top of their world of entertainment in the raw, early period. To these personal 
stories must be added the biographies of the great stars which have also been 
written. These include the studies of Chaplin by R. J. Minney in Chaplin: 
The Immortal Tramp (1954, Newnes) and in the British edition of the 
American evaluation of his work by Robert Payne, The Great Charlie (1952, 
Deutsch), John Bainbridge’s biography of Garbo (1955, Muller, 16s.) and 
Blonde Venus, the story of Marlene Dietrich told by Leslie Frewin (1955, 
MacGibbon & Kee, 15s.). Biographies and autobiographies of other stars 
include Groucho by his son Arthur Marx (1954, Gollancz), which really pre- 
sents all the Marx Brothers, Knight Errant, the life of Douglas Fairbanks 
Junior by John Connell (1955, Hodder and Stoughton), Lucky Star, the story 
of the British actress Margaret Lockwood (1955, Odhams), The Charles 
Laughton Story by Kurt Singer (1954, Hale) and Peter Noble’s study of Erich 
von Stroheim, Hollywood Scapegoat (1950, Fortune Press). All these books 
were interesting primarily as stories of careers and of personalities, some of 
whom were also great artists. The books themselves vary from an extension 
of profile journalism to the highly theoretical interpretation represented by 
The Great Charlie. 
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The lives and careers of two great film-makers, Eisenstein and Robert 
Flaherty, have been told in two biographical studies, Marie Seton’s out- 
standing book Sergei Eisenstein (1952, Bodley Head, 35s.) and Richard 
Griffith's compilation The World of Robert Flaherty (1953, Gollancz). Marie 
Seton’s close personal association with Eisenstein makes her book a gradual 
revelation of his difficult nature and the complex political and pyschological 
problems that faced a great artist in the Soviet Union, while the book on 
Flaherty brings together many letters, diaries and statements written by 
Flaherty and his wife Frances to illuminate the career of the American 
explorer and documentary film-maker. 


The British pioneer, George Pearson, who gave up a promising career as 
a young headmaster to become a film writer and director in 1910, has made 
his autobiography Flashback (1957, Allen and Unwin, 25s.) as much a study 
of the growth of his ideas about film-making and the technique used in the 
silent film studios as the story of his own life. It is therefore one of the most 
valuable books yet written on the early days of production, and deserves wide 
attention outside Britain from those interested in the historical development 
of the cinema. The book was written in association with the British Film 
Academy. 


The Academy, a professional organisation representing the senior film- 
makers in Britain, has sponsored a number of books during the past ten years. 
These include Three British Screenplays, the scripts of Odd Man Out, Brief 
Encounter and Scott of the Antarctic, edited by Roger Manvell (1950, Methuen, 
10s.6d.) and Movie Parade, a revision of Paul Rotha’s pre-war pictorial study’ 
of film history revised in collaboration with Roger Manvell and published 
in 1950 by Studio Ltd. In association with the Focal Press, the Academy has 
also initiated a series of detailed studies of specialised aspects of the art and 
technique of film-making. These are, so far, The Technique of Film Editing by 
Karel Reisz (1953; now reprinting), The Technique of Film Music by Roger 
Manvell and John Huntley (1957, 42s.), and The Technique of Film Animation 
by John Halas and Roger Manvell (to be published during 1959). Though 
these books are primarily intended for the professional film-maker, they have 
been written with the general reader in mind as well as the serious student of 
the cinema. 

The Academy also shared responsibility with the British Film Institute 
during the last two years of Dr. Rachael Low’s researches into the history of 
the British film. Dr. Low began her work at the Film Institute in 1946, and 
during the ensuing six years made a study of the British film industry in its 
earliest days from the economic as well as the artistic point of view. The results 
of her work were published by Allen and Unwin in three volumes entitled 
The History of the British Film dealing successively with the periods 1896-1906 
(Vol. I, 1948), 1906-1914 (Vol. II, 1949 25s.) and 1914-1918 (Vol. Ill, 1951 
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25s.). It now remains for another student to carry the work forward to the 
present day. Dr. Low’s books are probably the most detailed academic survey 
covering a strictly limited period yet to have been made in any film- 
producing country. 

The organisation known as Political and Economic Planning (P.E.P.) has 
published two studies of the economy of the British film industry. The first, 
The Factual Film, is now of historical value only, since it was published by 
the Oxford University Press as long ago as 1947 and has not been revised; 
the picture of British documentary and snecialised production today is radi- 
cally different. But P.E.P.’s The British Film Industry (1952, 18s.), together 
with its 1958 Supplement (5s.) is both accurate and penetrating in its statistics 
and analysis of this most complex of industries. 

The leading British historian of the cinema is Paul Rotha. Himself a docu- 
mentary film-maker of distinction (though he has also had some experience 
of both feature and television production), he published his first history of 
the cinema in 1930 at the age of twenty—the famous The Film Till Now. 
This story of the silent screen was reissued unaltered as part of a book of the 
same title published by the Vision Press (1949; now reprinting); it contained 
also a second section written by Richard Griffith on the sound film up to 
1949. Another of Rotha’s earlier books, Celluloid, consisting mainly of articles 
and reviews of important films made during the last days of the silent film 
and the first days of sound, has recently been reissued with considerable added 
material from his occasional writings since that period. This important book, 
with its highly critical comment on the state of the cinema today, has been 
published by Faber under the title Rotha on the Film (1958, 30s.). Rotha’s 
comments on the cinema of the past also appear in his published correspon- 
dence mainly about films with Eric Knight, the Yorkshire writer who emig- 
rated to the United States. This fascinating book is called Portrait of a Flying 
Yorkshireman (1952, Chapman & Hall). 

Certain other writers have made useful rather than penetrating compilations 
of facts about the history of the cinema. Among these books are John 
Montgomery’s Comedy Films (1954, Allen & Unwin, 21s.). A series of heavily 
illustrated histories of various national cinemas was issued during the first five 
years after the war by the Falcon Press; these included studies of the German, 
Scandinavian, Russian, French and Italian film industries as well as a survey 
of the British sound film up to the end of the war. A survey of British 
production of entertainment films for children and the special problems 
involved in this work is described by Mary Field in Good Company (1952, 
Longmans). 


A number of more general studies of the film have also appeared. I replaced 
my earlier and frequently revised book Film in the Pelican series by an entirely 
new introductory volume on the whole subject called The Film and the Public 
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(1955, Penguin Books, 3s.6d.) ; I also wrote a simpler and briefer introduction 
of a kind suitable for use with the senior forms in schools in a book called 
A Seat at the Cinema (1951, Evans). The more junior forms in schools are 
excellently catered for in How a Film is Made by Stanley Reed and John 
Huntley (1955, Educational Supply Association, 9s.6d.). The technical back- 
ground to the history of the cinema is told by D. A. Spencer and H. D. 
Waley in The Cinema Today (1956, Oxford University Press, 12s.6d.), a 
revised edition of a much-used book which originally appeared in 1939; this 
book is also suitable for use in schools. 

In contrast to these introductory works are two volumes on film aesthetics 
of an advanced kind. Both are reissues of pre-war books published by Faber. 
The first is Raymond Spottiswoode’s Grammar of the Film (1955, Faber, 18s.), 
a study of the basic structure and principles of the medium, and the second 
Rudolf Arnheim’s Film as Art (1952, Faber, 25s.). Both are academic and 
difficult reading, but they represent the kind of film studies that are still rare 
and are much needed if we are to come to any proper understanding of the 
psychological and artistic powers the film possesses. 

A certain number of books have arisen out of the making of particular 
films. Among these are Making a Film by Lindsay Anderson (1952, Allen & 
Unwin, 17s.6d.), a day-by-day record of the production at Ealing Studios 
of Thorold Dickinson’s film Secret People, and my own book The Animated 
Film (1954, Sylvan Press, 21s.), which describes the production process of the 
British feature-length cartoon film adapted from George Orwell’s book 
Animal Farm. In Gorilla (1955, Melrose) Henry Geddes, a specialist in filming 
on difficult locations, describes his experiences in Africa filming gorillas, and 
Ronnie Noble in Shoot First (1955, Harrap, 15s.) gives a good, journalistic 
account of the life of a newsreel cameraman. 

Film-makers as well as critics are the main contributors to a new annual 
book devoted to the art of the film—the International Film Annual (Calder, 
25s. per vol.)—which began in 1957, the first book of its kind to appear since 
the Pelican annual The Cinema (1950-52) ceased publication. Other main 
channels for comment on the film by those engaged in professional produc- 
tion and criticism are the journals Sight and Sound (British Film Institute, 
quarterly 3s.6d. per copy; annual subscription 16s.), Films and Filming 
(Hansom Books, monthly 2s. per copy; annual subscription 27s.), and the 
privately issued Journal of the Society of Film and Television Arts, formerly 
published by the British Film Academy (issued irregularly; 10s. per 4 issues). 


Dr. Roger Manvell, at one time a university lecturer in literature and drama, has been Director 
of the British Film Academy since 1947, is a regular broadcaster on radio and television, and was 
Chairman of the Radio and Television Writers’ Association 1953-56.

between the supernormal and the supernatural, the criteria of the Catholic Church 

for investigating marvels and questions of etymology and terminology. —_ (133-07) 


GREEK CULTURE AND THE EGO. A Psycho-Analytic Survey of 
an Aspect of Greek Civilization and of Art. Adrian Stokes. Tavistock Publications, 
15s. 1958. 22 cm. 110 pages. References. Index. 

An examination, from the psycho-analytic point of view, of some ideas of the human 

personality and its relation to the outer world to be found in early Greek art, poetry, 

science and religion. The author develops in greater detail some of the ideas about 
the Ego and about art indicated in his earlier study of Michelangelo, which won such 

high praise from both art critics and psycho-analysts. (136-4938) 


THE SUBNORMAL CHILD AT HOME. Fred J. Schonell, J. A. 
Richardson and Thelma $. McConnel. Macmillan for the Australian Council of 
Organisations for Subnormal Children, 5s.

Written by three eminent Australian authorities, this book is for the guidance of 

parents whose children are too retarded mentally for admission to any type of school. 

It shows how, by careful training and discipline, most of these children can be taught 

the minor skills of daily living, while a few will progress to simple reading and 

numbering. Its tone is matter-of-fact, but sympathetic and encouraging. (136-766) 


THE SNOB-SPOTTER’S GUIDE. Edited by Philippe Jullian. Weidenfeld

In this sophisticated and skilfully edited manual, M. Jullian goes a long way to define 
the most striking manifestations of snobbery in Western society. The survey covers 
Europe, North and South America and even, fleetingly, the Levant. The material is 
partly drawn from such celebrated authorities as Thackeray and Proust, but is mainly 
supplied by contemporary journalists, columnists and expert social observers. Such 
topics as birth, wealth, education or address are, of course, fundamental, but M. 
Jullian’s range extends to travel, university life, pets, interior decoration and other 
less obvious lurking-places of snobbery. The editor’s drawings contribute notably 
to the total effect.

This book by a Professor of Classics in the University of Toronto has been reprinted 
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after thirteen years. Many works on Plato concentrate upon particular aspects of his 
philosophy; the present volume is intended as a general introduction. Consequently, 
the author discusses all the major problems, beginning with the famous theory of 
Forms and concluding with the more sombre questions of statecraft. He writes 
fluently and with the ease of a recognised authority; the four appendices testify to 
his profound scholarship. Perhaps the best tribute one can pay to the book is that it 
could be read with pleasure by anyone who had not read a word of Plato. (184)

How do we come to have an English Bible: What were the steps by which it reached 

us? Who were the principal agents involved in the history of this great achievement? 

These are among the questions to which Canon Herklots, Vicar of Doncaster, offers 

illuminating and stimulating answers in this revised edition of his well-known book 

first published in 1954 under the title Back to the Bible. He describes and discusses what 
lies behind the printed New and Old Testaments, the great codices, the earliest Greek 
manuscripts, the origins of the Greek Old Testament, the significance of the Dead 

Sea Scrolls and modern English translations. (220-5) 


BIBLICAL CRITICISM. Jean Steinmann. HISTORY OF THE MASS. 
Frangois Amiot. Translated from the French. Burns & Oates, 7s.6d. each. 1959. 19°5 
cm.

These two latest translations from the French Je Sais—Je Crois series expound the 

themes with which they are concerned with competence and lucidity, and the non- 

specialist will welcome the guidance for study which they afford. Jean Steinmann, 
who is attached to the church of Notre Dame in Paris, reviews the history of biblical 
criticism from Origen to Lagrange, and then examines the results of present textual, 
literary and historical enquiries. Catholics and non-Catholics will appreciate the 
simple yet scholarly exposition of the Mass by Abbé Amiot of St. Sulpice as he shows 
the reader how the Mass began, how it developed from apostolic times to the present 
day and what its unchanging meaning is believed to be. (220-5) (264-02) 


THE GOSPELS: Their Origin and Their Growth. Frederick C. Grant. 
Faber, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 224 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, Professor of Biblical Theology at Union Theological Seminary, New 
York, here furnishes us with a learned and lucid survey of current studies in the 
Gospels. He reviews the significance of “form-history’ or the attempt to recover the 
tradition underlying the Gospels in the form in which it was circulated before any 
written documents appeared, and rightly stresses both the positive and the negative 
value of tracing the formation of the Gospel tradition. The date, structure, sources 
and contents of the four Gospels are considered, and students will be specially grateful 
for the chapters dealing with method in synoptic study, and the oral and pre-literary 
period, as well as for the illuminating discussion of problems peculiar to each 
Gospel. (226) 


MAN IN COMMUNITY. A Study of St. Paul’s Application of Old 
Testament and Early Jewish Conceptions of Human Solidarity. Russell Philip 
Shedd. Epworth Press, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 224 pages. References. Index. 

Dr. Shedd examines in detail the doctrine of human solidarity in the teaching of 
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St. Paul, and the result of his research, based upon wide reading, will be generally 
recognised as a scholarly and useful piece of work. First he investigates the ideas of 
human solidarity in the Old Testament and early Judaism, and then proceeds to 
relate St. Paul’s doctrine to its Jewish background, since he holds that the medium 
of the Apostle’s thought is Hebraic and not Hellenic. The last chapter deals with the 
Church as the solidarity of the new humanity in Christ. (227) 


JUNG AND ST. PAUL. A Study of the Doctrine of Justification by Faith 
and its Relation to the Concept of Individuation. David Cox. Longmans, 32s. 1959. 
22 cm. 376 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The author is partly concerned with the clarification of the relations between 

psychotherapy and Christianity. He contends that much confusion arises because 

psychology and theology speak two different languages and no progress in under- 
standing can be made until one has been translated into the other or a third language 
emerges. The main aim, however, is to set Jung’s conception of the individuated self, 
unified and homogeneous, alongside the Pauline doctrine of justification by faith 
which implies the creation of the ‘new man’ in Christ. Theological and psychological 
chapters alternate, although parallels are generally noted. The correspondence and 
divergencies between the doctrines reviewed are examined with considerable skill, 
and if the theological discussion is not always convincing, the work itself is a valuable 
contribution to Jungian psychology and Pauline thought. (234-7) 


THE SACRED SHRINE. A Study of the Poetry and Art of the Catholic 
Church. Yrj6 Hirn. 2nd edition. Faber, 42s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 432 pages. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

Yrj6 Hirn was Professor of Aesthetics and Modern Literature in the University of 

Finland. The Sacred Shrine first appeared in an English translation in 1912, and for 

this new edition the bibliography has been revised and brought up to date. The 

author’s main theme is the state of mind which has lain at the foundation of the 
aesthetic life of Catholics. This has led the author into a fairly detailed study, but not 
from the philosophical point of view, of dogma, ritual, and legend which make the 

Church’s art intelligible. (246) 


THE AWAKENING OF THE SOUL. An Introduction to Christian 
Mysticism. William Ralph Inge. Edited by Prebendary A. F. Judd. Mowbray, 4s. 
1959. 18-5 cm. 62 pages. Paper covers. 

These addresses by the late Dr. Inge were discovered by the editor among sermons 

and essays in a collection bequeathed to him by Professor R. H. Lightfoot who died 

in 1953. They are popular addresses delivered in London in 1912 on a theme which 
the author had made peculiarly his own. He reveals an unrivalled mastery of the 
nature and history of mysticism, and those readers who may have found his larger 
works on Christian mysticism and Plotinus difficult will find in these pages a most 
valuable introduction to the study of the mystic as thinker, moralist and worshipper.

PSYCHOLOGY, MORALITY AND EDUCATION. Edited and 
introduced by the Very Reverend Canon Fernand van Steenberghen. Translated 
from the French by Ruth Mary Bethell. Burns & Oates, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 138 pages.

This volume is the outcome of discussions among priests which took place in Belgium 

in 1951, the subject being the bearing of contemporary psychology on pastoral work. 
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Six of the papers read are published here, three of which deal with more general 
aspects of psychology, and the remainder with education, vocations and the importance 
of psychology to the whole problem of prayer. Priests and teachers should read this 
book. Written by men of considerable experience, the papers stress the relevance of 
psychological knowledge to the understanding and treatment of those problems which 
may perhaps in the past have been interpreted in too narrow a manner. (253) 


GUIDE FOR LIVING. An Approved Selection of Letters and Addresses of 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII. Arranged by Maurice Quinlan. Evan Bros., 18s. 1958. 
22 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. 

In this volume of selected letters and addresses, the Catholic journalist Maurice 

Quinlan has put together many of the late Pope’s pronouncements on problems 

which vex the world today. These include Communism and nuclear warfare, science, 

relations in industry and certain medico-moral matters. (261) 


THE CEREMONIES OF THE ROMAN RITE DESCRIBED. 
Adrian Fortescue and J. B. O’Connell. roth edition, revised. Burns, Oates & 
Washbourne, 50s. 1958. 25 cm. 428 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Containing as it does all ceremonies which may occur in a Parish Church, rules for 

some Pontifical functions and directions for the administration of the Sacraments with 

plans and diagrams, this book has since its first publication in 1917 been considered 
an indispensable guide to the clergy. Following the 1951 edition there have been 
important and far-reaching liturgical changes. All these have been incorporated into 
this new edition, which has been brought thoroughly up to date and includes an 
appendix by Professor F. R. McManus on the ceremonies of the ritual in the United 
States.

THE CHRISTIAN FAITH AND NON-CHRISTIAN RELIGIONS. 
A. C. Bouquet. James Nisbet, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 440 pages. (Library of Constructive 
Theology) 

Dr. Bouquet, formerly a lecturer in the University of Cambridge, has gathered 

together in this interesting if diffuse work much important material. After a pre- 

liminary survey of presuppositions, we have a brief account of religious origins, the 
development of non-Christian religions and the way in which Christiahity from its 
inception related itself to them. An attempt is made to compare these religions with 

Christianity, although we are reminded that Christian and non-Christian systems 

have been profoundly modified during the past century. Among other questions 

discussed are Indigenisation, Marxism, Afro-Asian emanicipation, the dominance of 

America and theological revaluation. (290) 


THE SPIRIT OF ZEN. A Way of Life, Work and Art in the Far East. 
Alan W. Watts. 3rd edition. Murray, 8s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 118 pages. Bibliography. 
(The Wisdom of the East) 

As a form of mysticism based on a technique rather than on a theology, Zen Buddhism 

has a special attraction for the Westerner who cannot accept religious dogma; the 

more so, since it can claim such practical fruits as the art of Judo on the one hand and 
the Japanese Tea Ceremony on the other. In this highly persuasive little book Alan 

Watts outlines the history of Zen in China and Japan, gives examples of the peculiar 

Zen technique of meditating on a conundrum as a means of attaining Enlightenment, 

and tells how Zen has influenced art, poetry and the code of the Samurai. First pub- 
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lished over twenty years ago it has now been revised and has a new reading list. Highly 
recommended as an introduction to this fascinating subject. (294°329)

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF SOCIAL CLASS. Maurice Halbwachs. 
Translated from the French by Claire Delavenay, with an introduction by Georges 
Friedmann. Heinemann, 16s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 160 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Maurice Halbwachs, who not long before his tragic death in 1945 had been appointed 
to a Chair of Social Psychology at the Collég. de France, was acknowledged as the 
greatest French sociologist of his time. The present work, translated from his Esquisse 
d’une psychologie des classes sociales, is a most interesting study of the influence of the 
class group in, respectively, the peasant classes, the bourgeoisie, the lower middle 
classes and workers in large industries, as regards both patterns of expenditure and 
ways of thought. It is admirably lucid, and can be warmly recommended for leisurely 
reading or serious study. (301-44) 


AN ESSAY ON POPULATION. T. R. Malthus. Reprint with a new 
introduction by Michael P. Fogarty. 2 vols. Dent, 8s.6d. each. 1958. 18-5 cm. 
340: 288 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 

Parson Malthus is one of the most influential (and not the least readable) writers of 

the last two centuries, even more for what he is supposed to have written than for 

what he actually wrote; his stern spectre haunted the early roth century and remains 
the starting-point for all modern worries about the birth-rate and food-supply. This 
reprint of the seventh edition of his best known book will thus be useful both to 
historians and social scientists. Professor Fogarty’s introduction is short, lively, read- 
able, speculative rather tham historical; the bibliography is slight, and the omission of 
any account of the important differences between the several editions must be regretted.

THE STATE AND THE CITIZEN. An Introduction to Political Philosophy. 
J. D. Mabbott. Reprint. Arrow Books (Hutchinson), 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 180 pages. 
References. Index. Paper covers. (Grey Arrow Books) 
A well-written, lively little treatise, in which Mr. Mabbott takes the reader through 
the recognised authorities—Hobbes, Locke, Rousseau and Hegel, not excluding 
the most famous of Hegelians, Karl Marx. He then discusses the major problems of 
political theory: sovereignty, the general will, liberty, the right to rebel, etc. He livens 
his exposition with concrete examples, many dealing with contemporary history. To 
those who say that Western Society needs a “dynamic creed’, he replies: ‘it is a sign 
of our political maturity that we have no such creed’. (320-1) 


GOVERNMENT IN GREAT BRITAIN, THE EMPIRE, AND 
THE COMMONWEALTH. L. W. White and W. D. Hussey. 2nd 
edition. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 296 pages. Frontispiece. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This clearly written book by two authors with wide experience of grammar school 

teaching, quickly and deservedly achieved popularity as an introductory work for 

schools and general readers. It describes briefly the nature of the British constitution 
and the respective functions of the sovereign, Parliament, the Cabinet, the party 
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system, the central and local government departments and the judiciary. Part two 
gives an historical account of the government of the British Empire, with notes on 
Crown Colony government, federation, colonial and dominion self-government, the 
formation of the British Commonwealth of Nations and the gradual rise of indepen- 
dent states within the Commonwealth. (320-942) 


YEAR BOOK III. Publications of the Leo Baeck Institute of Jews from 
Germany. East and West Library for the Leo Baeck Institute, 35s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 
446 pages. Illustrations. Music examples. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The Institute continues its valuable work in publishing these annual volumes of 

informative essays on the subject with which it is concerned, the history of German 

Jewry in the broadest sense. The wealth and variety are no less striking than in the 

previous volumes, the contributions being grouped in five sections; Men and Epochs; 

Struggle with the Surrounding World; Within the Jewish Community; Jews in 

Economic Life; and Impact of German Jewry on Other Jewries. We may single 

out the articles on Martin Buber, Stefan Zweig, Albert Ballin and the “Court Jews’ 

of the 17th and 18th centuries as being of wider literary, historical or philosophical 
interest, but there are many others which students of Germany will find important. 

The copious bibliographies are a valuable feature of this publication, and the indexes 

enhance its usefulness for purposes of reference. (325-256930943) 


A DIPLOMATIC HISTORY OF EUROPE SINCE THE 
CONGRESS OF VIENNA. René Albrecht-Carrié. Methuen, 45s. 1959. 
22 cm. 752 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The justification for this book lies, according to the author, in the fact that, despite 

the wealth of monographs, there is in English a dearth of books dealing with the 

subject in a general way for the whole period. Based on lectures given at Columbia 

University, the book gives students a concise yet readable account of modern 

diplomacy which is defined as the arrangement of the relations among sovereign 

entities through negotiations conducted by the appropriate agents. It divides the 
subject into three phases: The Search for Equilibrium, 1815-70; The Era of Stability, 

1871-1914; The Twentieth Century Transition. It can be recommended as something 

more than a textbook. (327-4)

POSSIBILITIES OF ECONOMIC PROGRESS. A.. J. Youngson. 
Cambridge University Press, 32s.6d. 1959. 22°5 cm. 336 pages. Index. * 

Economic theory is based most convincingly on historical evidence, and in this 
volume the Professor of Economic History in the University of Edinburgh has 
skilfully combined the disciplines of economics and economic history to the 
advantage of students in both fields. Beginning with a theoretical study of the nature 
and conditions of economic progress in the light of the teaching of the great 
economists he proceeds to check the conclusions against the actual economic 
development, in different periods, of Great Britain, Sweden, Denmark and the 
Southern United States. This leads him to suggest a workable economic policy for 
under-developed countries. (330-1) 


THE STRUTTS AND THE ARKWRIGHTS, 1758-1830. A Study 
of the Early Factory System. R. S. Fitton and A. P. Wadsworth. Manchester 
University Press, 358. 1959. 23 cm. 374 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Jedediah Strutt, upon whose life and work this book is largely based, was the inventor 
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of the Derby Rib Machine; he founded the great hosiery manufacturing firm of 
Strutts and Woollat and, as a partner of Richard Arkwright, helped to introduce 
the factory system in the British cotton industry. Full use has been made of previously 
unpublished business records and family correspondence to produce a major work 
of economic history with a pleasant background of family life. The late Mr. 
Wadsworth, joint author with Dr. Fitton, was editor of the Manchester Guardian 
and co-author of The Cotton Trade of Industrial Lancashire, 1600-1780.  (330°942) 


AN ECONOMIC GEOGRAPHY OF THE SCANDINAVIAN 
STATES AND FINLAND. W. R. Mead. University of London Press,

In this well-illustrated book Dr. Mead, who is Reader in Geography at University 

College, London, describes the geographical features of Denmark, Norway, Finland 

and Sweden and the economic activities to which they have given rise. His expert 

knowledge is derived largely from his extensive travels in Scandinavia, enabling 
him to give first-hand information on land and climatic conditions, the size and 
distribution of the population and the state of the farming, fishery, power, transport, 
timber, mining and metallurgical industries. The book is exactly what is needed 
both by advanced university students and by those contemplating business with the 
northern countries. (330-948) 


SOME MONETARY PROBLEMS, INTERNATIONAL AND 
NATIONAL. Per Jacobsson. Edited by Erin E. Jucker-Fleetwood. Oxford 
University Press, 42s.

Mr. Jacobsson, Chairman of the Executive Board and Managing Director of the 

International Monetary Fund, who is well known also for his work in the secretariat 

of the League of Nations and at the Bank for International Settlements, has produced 

important original work on monetary questions in addition to his official documents. 

Economists will welcome this collection of his speeches and articles, some not 

previously published; they relate to problems such as credit policy, the monetary 

significance of investment, the importance of a sound currency, and international 
trade and finance, and are preceded by an autobiographical explanation of his

THE FUTURE OF THE STERLING SYSTEM. Paul Bareau. Institute 
of Economic Affairs, 5s.

At a time when the convertibility of the pound sterling is much under discussion 
in this country and abroad, this clear and impartial representation of the value of the 
sterling system, by an internationally famous writer on monetary questions, is 
particularly welcome. Mr. Bareau, writing for the serious non-expert enquirer, 
shows how the system developed and why it has survived, and argues the need for 
convertibility. He supports his thesis by statistical appendices, including tables of 
gold and dollar reserves, and by long extracts from George Winder’s The Free 
Convertibility of Sterling, of which the edition was exhausted soon after publication.

HURT NOT THE EARTH. E. Newton-White. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $4°95. 1958. 22 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations by Thoreau MacDonald. 

A forceful argument for the preservation and restoration of the country’s natural 

resources is here presented to Canadians. An exaggerated notion of Canada’s 
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abundance in wildlife, forest and land has led to the squandering of these resources, 
and few serious steps have been taken to replenish these losses for future generations. 
The destruction of game, timber and soil are considered with their individual problems. 
The author proposes improving the management of renewable resources by means 
of public enlightenment, a national stock-taking of resources and immediate 
elimination of destructive uses. Thoreau MacDonald’s decorative drawings have 
caught the feeling of the book. (33372) 


BOUNDARY WATER PROBLEMS OF CANADA AND THE

Dr. Hoffmann’s Studien und Typen der Industrialisierung, of which this is a revised 

and enlarged version, was first published by the Institut fiir Weltwirtschaft of the 

University of Kiel. It is a study of the process of industrialisation as seen in the 

experiences of the United Kingdom from the 18th century onwards and in more 

recent experiences of the United States, the highly developed countries of Europe 
and various newly industrialised regions elsewhere. In the light of a full statistical 
analysis the author traces a convincing general pattern of industrial development 
which he offers for the consideration of economists and government planners.

For the rest, the book is a reliable non-technical account 
of the British motor industry as a whole, with comparisons with those of the United 

States, Italy and other countries, and with statistical tables of production, trade and 

profits. It is the second of a series giving factual information of the utmost importance

63s. cloth, gold-blocked. 1958. 41 cm. 14 pages of text. 8 coloured plates. 
Wherever British military uniforms are displayed or discussed the Spooner series 
will appear in some way or another. There were two sets issued last century and this 
portfolio of eight reproductions is from the first, which numbered seventy prints in 
all and were known as the ‘oblong’ series. Undated, they appeared between 1830 and 
1840 during the most demonstrative period of British uniforms, and the present 
selection includes the Life Guards, Royal Horse Guards, sth Dragoon Guards, 6th 
Dragoons, 13th and 14th Light Dragoons and the rsth Hussars. Artistically and 
accurately created by the artists and brilliantly coloured, each portrays a mounted 
officer. The production is extremely good and further selections will be eagerly 
awaited.

history of it (first published by Penguin Books in 1957 and now reissued in a cloth- 
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bound edition) has two main themes; What it is, and how it came to be so; What it 
did, and why. Part I covers the early years to 1660 during which the Navy included 
‘all English ships and all English seamen’. Part II takes up the story when the Navy 
passed from the Crown to the State and paradoxically received for the first time the 
prefix ‘Royal’. Part Ill takes us from 1815 up to 1945 when the war had made it 
necessary to rope in once more all the nation’s ships and all its seamen down to the

The translator, who has written a number of 
books and articles on South-east Asia, has added to the collection his own ‘Reflections’ 
giving a clear insight into the Siamese cultural and religious background. These tales 
make delightful reading for all those who can appreciate the oriental humour which is 
the essence of them.

MAN LEARNS TO WRITE. From Egyptian Hieroglyphics to Modern 
Letters, Numbers and Signs. Keith Gordon Irwin. Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1958.

Index. 

About 3000 B.C. the temple records at Memphis were kept by using simple pictures 

(later becoming conventional signs) to represent words. The Chaldean cuneiform is 

seen as a modification of this writing, while the Phoenicians eventually made pictures 

into letters. This alphabet was again modified by the Greeks, Romans, Biblical scribes 
and the invention of printing. The author describes, too, the development of modern 
handwriting, numerals and staff notation. Noteworthy features of this interesting book 
are the homely examples and the attention given to the many factors determining the 
evolution of the written word. (411) 


A FIRST REFRESHER COURSE FOR TEACHERS OF ENGLISH

This admirable handbook is written to be used on refresher courses by teachers of 
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English as a foreign language at an elementary level. Its great virtue is that it forces 
the teacher to think about this work practically and in detail, yet never loses sight of 
fundamental educational principles. It can be strongly recommended to all English 
teachers and persons engaged in teacher-training.

social and cultural ideals, but never loses sight of practical requirements and the

This book is of great 
importance to teachers of English and student-teachers in Great Britain, but while it is 
written for such teachers it may well be of interest and benefit to educationists overseas.

This historical survey of the German language, first published in 1934, is now a 

standard textbook. Chapters covering the Indo-European background and the 

languages of the Germanic peoples are followed by a detailed examination of medieval 

German philology and the historical development of the German language, with 

chapters on phonology, morphology, the vocabulary in its various aspects, syntax 

and dialects. Further sections on the history of German handwriting, spelling and 
punctuation, and the genius of the language round off an indispensable and up-to-date 
work which is neither too clogged with detail nor too concise for the specialist. Those 
who are not philologists, but wish to gain a deeper insight into the language, will find 

a wealth of information amid which to browse. Bricf addenda to a number of the 

chapters provide mainly bibliographical data on recent researches. (430°9)

Mr. Charles Duff, who is already the author of several excellent modern language 

textbooks, has now produced an attractively arranged Italian course which deserves 

the same success as its predecessors. It is compiled with the same felicitous care and 
combines essential grammar with useful vocabulary and lively reading matter. 

Judicious advice is also given on letter-writing, radio programmes and further reading 

material. The accent being mainly on the ‘adult approach’ to the language, the course 

is eminently suited to practical purposes such as travel and commerce. It is, in fact, a 

mine of useful information on the country. The Italian language possesses unequalled 

virtues of simplicity, logic and beauty. This book will not only give the learner the 
pleasure of tackling a language relatively easy to acquire, but it will also open for him

TECHNOLOGY AND THE ACADEMICS. An Essay on Universities 
and the Scientific Revolution. Sir Eric Ashby. Macmillan, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 126 
pages. Bibliography. 

This important essay is based on a series of lectures given by the retiring President 
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and Vice-Chancellor of Queen’s University, Belfast. Sir Eric Ashby traces the develop- 
ment of scientific studies on the Continent of Europe and explains how it took place, 
as in America, outside the university proper. In Britain, organised scientific studies 
developed later (although important individual research and practical work had been 
carried out much earlier); and in Britain these studies, once they were organised, were 
incorporated into the university programme. In consequence, universities medieval 
in atmosphere and traditionally devoted to the humanities acquired a modern 
scientific outlook. If the result has been what Sir Eric Ashby calls a ‘split personality’ 
it has also been a compromise between modern knowledge and ancient wisdom. 
This essay will be of immense interest to all university people, and especially for its 
valuable postscript on university self-government. (507) 


THE SCIENTIFIC BACKGROUND. A Prose Anthology. A. Norman 
Jeffares and M. Bryn Davies. Pitman, 21s. 198. 22 cm. 318 pages. 
This anthology has been compiled with the object of bridging the gap between 
scientists and technologists on the one hand and students of the humanities on the 
other. It proves that scientists are perfectly capable of writing prose, on their own 
subject, of high literary quality, and it shows non-scientists that scientific subjects can 
have an educative value comparable to that usually associated with the humanities. 
The 100 extracts have been very well chosen. They include standard masterpieces of 
scientific literature, as well as modern broadcasts, discussions, and even army orders, 
written by people who have something important to say and who can say it clearly 
and competently. Besides making enjoyable reading, the pieces are useful as material 
for students of the English language, for whose benefit questions—kept discreetly at 
the back of the book—have been set.

COORDINATE GEOMETRY WITH VECTORS AND TENSORS.

This admirable book by a Fellow of Queen’s College, Cambridge, gives what the 

author considers to be the minimum knowledge of three-dimensional geometry 

required by a mathematician. Co-ordinate methods are introduced first and vectors 
and tensors are dealt with later. There are chapters on the straight line and plane, sphere 
and circle, central quadrics, paraboloids and the general quadric. There are numerous 
carefully chosen examples with answers. ($16-83)

PHOTOMETRY. John W. T. Walsh. 3rd edition. Constable, 63s. 1958. 
24 cm. $68 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 

Developments in photometry since the 1953 edition have not been such as to require 

extensive alterations, but some revision has been made to keep this sound and well- 

established textbook up to date. In particular, changes in nomenclature have been 

made to conform with the latest international agreements. For those who may not 

be familiar with this manual, it should be stressed that it is concerned with the theory 

and practice of the measurement of light flux, candlepower, illumination and related 

matters but not with the uses to which the results of these measurements may be put.

EXTENSIVE AIR SHOWERS. William Galbraith. Butterworths, 40s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. 228 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This book deals with one of the topics studied in cosmic ray physics and has been 
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written to provide not only a brief survey for the specialist, but also an intelligible 
and not unduly detailed account for non-specialist scientists who wish to be informed 
about this fascinating, and still rather puzzling, field. The author succeeds well in 
his aim though a reasonable knowledge of physics and mathematics is required of 
the reader. The theory of air showers, their lateral distribution and density spectrum, 
the study of their penetrating component both above and below ground level are 
described in turn and the last two chapters deal with time variation in the rate of 
showers and recently obtained evidence of Cerenkov radiation produced by the high 
energy component in the atmosphere. (539°7223)

RADIOISOTOPES IN SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. Proceedings of 
the International Conference held in Paris in September 1957 under the auspices 
of the United Nations Educational Scientific and Cultural Organization. Edited 
by R. C, Extermann. 4 vols. Pergamon Press, 140s. cach. 1958. 26 cm. 782:762: 
784:712 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Volume 1 contains 55 papers on the production of radioisotopes, dosimetry, the 
design and use of strong sources, application to solid state physics, metal physics and 
metallurgy, and industrial applications. Volume 2 contains 53 papers dealing with 
organic chemistry, physical chemistry, analytical chemistry, and geophysics. There 
are also a few papers on the recoil chemistry of tritium and of carbon-14, and on the 
isolation of radioactive isotopes from fission products. The sections on organic and 
physical chemistry include papers on the study of chemical reaction mechanisms and 
their kinetics. The $9 papers in Volume 3 are stated to be on human and animal 
biology and medicine. In fact many fall outside this range, dealing with radioisotope 
applications in the study of micro-organisms (including yeasts and bacteria) and there 
is one paper dealing specifically with the use of autoradiography in plants. Sections 
deal with applications in pharmacology, thyroid and iodine metabolism, lipid 
metabolism, blood and blood proteins, nucleic acids, protein and amino-acid 
metabolism, metabolism in brain and nervous systems, and carbohydrate metabolism 
and clinical physiology and reproduction. Finally, there is a fairly long section 
including some interesting papers on autoradiography techniques. Volume 4 is 
concerned with research with radioisotopes in plant biology and some general 
problems. Sub-sections deal with mineral metabolism, fission products, metabolism 
in soils, plants and mammals, nutrient assimilation in plants, translocation in plants, 
plant biosynthesis, and plant metabolism. There is a short section dealing with a 
variety of topics including, in particular, papers on the distribution and movement of 
carbon and phosphorus in lakes and the sea. Papers (which were mainly in English, 
French and Russian) do not always appear in the volumes in which they might be 
expected. Publication, with adequate editing, of the full proceedings (including 
summaries in several languages, and discussions) within fifteen months of the 
Conference has clearly presented a major problem and, while generally a successful 
experiment, it has resulted in rather many minor slips in references, contents page 
and text.

GAS CHROMATOGRAPHY 1958. Proceedings of the second symposium 
organized by the Gas Chromatography Discussion Group under the auspices of 
the Hydrocarbon Research Group of the Institute of Petroleum and the 
Koninklijke Nederlandse Chemische Vereniging held at the Royal Tropical 
Institute, Amsterdam, 19-23 May 1958. Edited by D. H. Desty. Butterworth, 70s. 
1958. 25°§ cm. 396 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Produced with commendable speed, the book contains the twenty-eight papers read, 
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together with their attendant discussions and also some agreed recommendations on 
nomenclature. Like the conference, it is arranged in three sections corresponding to 
the underlying theory of gas chromatography, techniques and apparatus, and 
applications. Each section is introduced by an interesting review of these aspects of 
the subject. There is an author index of the points raised in discussion which enhances 
the value of this useful and well-produced book. ($4492) 


CHEMISTRY OF CO-ORDINATE COMPOUNDS. A Symposium 
sponsored by the Italian National Research Council, the International Union of 
Pure and Applied Chemistry and the Italian Chemical Society, Rome, 15-21

Some ninety papers were presented and are reproduced in this volume with the 

brief discussions that followed most papers. Some sixty papers are given in English; 

the remainder are in German, Italian or French. The papers fall into five main 
sections classified as follows: Section I (17 papers), Chemical bond—U.V., LR.., 

Raman spectroscopy; Section II (28 papers), Stereochemistry—reactivity—stability 

constants; Section III (17 papers), Magnetic and structural properties; Section IV 

(11 papers), Valency stabilisation and unusual compounds; Section V (5 papers), 

Catalytically active complexes. (546) 


FREE RADICALS as studied by electron spin resonance. D. J. E. Ingram. 
Butterworth, 50s. 1958. 22 cm. 284 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 
This is an introduction to a subject the potentialities of which have not as yet been 
fully explored. Rapid advances are being made especially as regards application of 
the techniques and interpretation of the results. The author and his collaborators have 
made considerable contributions in this respect, and the book will be valuable to 
those considering using the method, both in outlining in some detail the experimental 
equipment required and in outlining its potentialities. A wide range of selected 
applications to stable radicals, radicals formed by irradiation, polymerisation, 
pyrolysis and to biological and medical problems is also included in well documented 
chapters. Inorganic free radicals and biradicals also receive some attention. An 
appendix lists suppliers of equipment and gives some idea about costs. (546-3)

EVERYDAY METEOROLOGY. A. Austin Miller and M. Parry.

Well known for his works on meteorology and climatology, the Professor of 

Geography in Reading University has produced, with the assistance of Mr. Parry, 

a very readable text, which, although written for the layman, includes a lot of 

up-to-date technical detail on air mass analysis and forecasting. The text is 

supplemented by numerous, clear, annotated diagrams and some well-chosen plates. 

The constant use of chapter references in the text detracts from its readability in parts 

but is useful if the book is handled as a guide or reference only. (551-5)

particular expedition but the whole background to polar expeditions in modern 
times.

MARRIAGE AND THE FAMILY AMONG THE PLATEAU TONGA 
OF NORTHERN RHODESIA. Elizabeth Colson. Manchester University 
Press for the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute, Northern Rhodesia, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 
396 pages. Illustrations. Map. Chart. Bibliography. Index. 
After more than two years’ study in the field, a former Director of the Rhodes- 
Livingstone Institute describes domestic life among a people practising both matri- 
lineal descent and polygyny. Good introductory chapters on social structure generally 
and kinship ties are followed by discussions of the household and its economy, 
behaviour between spouses, relations between parents and children and between 
siblings, and, finally, preparation for and ‘the creation’ of a marriage. Quantitative 
data and case-histories are used abundantly to reinforce excellent descriptions of 
custom, but perhaps the chief value of the book is constant emphasis on present-day 
trends away from traditional usages. Although designed primarily for anthro- 
pologists, it should be read also by those interested in African reactions to the impact 
of Western civilisation; it is lucidly written and not unduly technical. —_(572-96894) 


Biology 
HISTORY OF BIOLOGY: An Introduction. F. S$. Bodenheimer. Dawson, 
428. 1958. 22°5 cm. 466 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

Professor Bodenheimer has produced an unusual history of his subject. The book is 
divided into three parts: the first deals with a number of philosophical and methodo- 
logical aspects; then comes an outline history; and finally a collection of extracts 
from the original sources (in translation where necessary), this last section taking up 
more than half of the book. Professor Bodenheimer’s extensive knowledge has here 
furnished students and teachers of biology with a valuable source book. —_ (574-09) 


Botany 
TREES OF BRITAIN. Robert Gurney. Faber, 30s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 228 pages. 
Photographs. Drawings by the author. References. Index. 

In this attractively produced book Dr. Gurney has sct out to furnish naturalists with 
a guide to the identification of British native and introduced trees. He has taken 
pains with difficult taxonomic groups, such as the elms, to provide a reasonably 
practical arrangement based on modern work. Each species has a general section 
dealing with habitat, distribution, cultivation and uses, followed by a succinct 
description, amplified by carefully arranged and executed line drawings which show 
all the necessary details of leaf, bud, flower, fruit and scedling. (582-160942)

OUT OF NOAH’S ARK. The Story of Man’s Discovery of the Animal 
Kingdom. Herbert Wendt. Translated from the German by Michael Bullock. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 36s. 1959. 22 cm. 476 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Books about the bizarre in animal life and about ‘living fossils’ are legion and a glance 
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at the illustrations might suggest that this book falls into such a category. The text, 
however, quickly reveals that much scholarship has gone into its composition. The 
author treats mainly of the discovery of animals by man, and the episodes are treated 
in an eminently readable style by being built upon the characters and adventures of 
the discoverers, especially in the many instances where controversy raged around the 
existence or relationships of the animals discovered. (590) 


FOOTSTEPS IN THE SAND. David Harrison. Benn, 25s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 
254 pages. Illustrations by the author and Jeffery Harrison. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This is typical of the best kind of English natural history books and tells of the 

adventures in the Middle East and Arabia during his military service of a young 

doctor devoted to the study of birds and mammals. As he comes from a family of 
distinguished amateur naturalists, he is well grounded as an observer of his animals 
in the field. The barren country, whose physical and social characteristics he describes 
so vividly, has a most interesting fauna adapted to semi-desert conditions and 
deserving of further study.

1957 relating to the frequency of the ABO blood groups, including A,A,BO groups. 

There are three tables: Table 1 lists ABO blood groups with distinction between A, 

and A,; Table 2, A,A,BO blood group; and Table 3, A,BO blood groups where A, 

has been proved absent in the samples tested. The classification is primarily topo- 

graphical, by continent and country, subdivided into races or tribes. The collection of 
this data is an invaluable service to the study of anthropology, haematology and the 

aetiology of disease.

Methods, materials, controls, difficulties, such as the cause of false results in agglutina- 
tion tests and in acquired haemolytic anaemia, are very thoroughly discussed. There 
are also chapters on the organisation of large scale ABO grouping and of an antenatal 
testing service, and on statistical considerations in the identification of antibodies. 
The book, well produced and carefully documented, should be specially valuable to 
those concerned with blood grouping in hospital and other laboratories.

diagnosis and treatment, and then proceeds from the anaemias, leukaemias and other 
conditions to tumours of lymphoid tissue, hypersplenism, haemorrhagic disorders 
and those of pigment metabolism.

Both photographic and non-photographic methods of 
reproduction are fully covered, not only those in current use but also some of the 
newer methods, which are not yet on the market, for library, office and drawing 
office use. Preparation of originals is dealt with in detail, and illustrations of equipment 
and a list of suppliers are included. Mr. Verry’s findings are tabulated to show all the 
processes mentioned, including the apparatus available and the number of copies for 
which each is suitable, together with comparative costs and relative image quality. 
This most authoritative book will be invaluable to those who have little or no know- 
ledge of the subject as well as to those who are more directly concerned with repro- 
duction.

The next six chapters concerned with 
economics applied to mineral dressing, and in the concluding chapters the author 
develops philosophical ideas on management. A glossary of terms is given. Through- 
out the book only the simplest mathematical principles are expounded and the 
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approach is always practical. The principles used are similar to those of general 
economics. The author could have simplified the important chapter which deals with 
marketing and excluded the introductory chapters.

‘oil’. In addition to describing the origin, occurrence, production, refining, marketing, 

and utilisation of petroleum, space is devoted to the historical and economic aspects 

of the industry. Detailed information is given about the company structures of the 

BP and Shell Groups. All who contemplate joining the industry, and many who have 

already joined, will find this book well worth reading. (665-5) 


Precision Instruments and Apparatus 
FLOW MEASUREMENT AND CONTROL. W. F. Coxon. Heywood, 
$58. 1959. 22°5 cm. 322 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. (Physical Processes in 
the Chemical Industry. Vol. 3) 
This book is a positive mine of information on flowmeters for liquids and gases 
and on automatic recording and control mechanisms. It will prove particularly useful 
to young hydraulic and chemical engineers and physicists engaged on the instrumenta- 
tion of industrial installations. The text is almost exclusively descriptive, the theoretical 
aspects being treated in the simplest manner, which makes the book easy to read and 
digest. Indeed, the theory of the subject might well have been enlarged upon. For 
instance, the reason for the appearance of the mysterious ‘pressure energy’ in the 
all important Bernoulli theorem ought to have been given. (681-12) 


ARTS AND RECREATION 
THE ARTS, ARTISTS AND THINKERS. An Inquiry into the Place 
of the Arts in Human Life. A Symposium edited by John M. Todd. Longmans, 
358. 1958. 22 cm. 358 pages. Illustrations. 
This extremely interesting collection of papers and lectures represents the second 
symposium conducted at Downside (Benedictine) Abbey, near Bath. Broadly speaking 
its object is to examine the arts, as they are practised and discussed today, in relation 
to the framework of Christian belief, an attempt very seldom made by professional 
critics. The scope of the examination is admirably wide. The arts are debated first in 
historical terms, then by practising artists, among whom Miss AntoniaWhite’s paper 
on the novel is of outstanding interest, and finally from the viewpoint of the critic 
and the philosopher. The discussion is kept at the general reader’s level, it avoids 
dogmatic assertion and remains extremely stimulating throughout. (704) 


THE FITZWILLIAM MUSEUM: AN ILLUSTRATED SURVEY. 
With an Introduction and Commentary by the Director, Carl Winter. Trianon 
Press; distributors Collins, 189s. 1958. 32 cm. 442 pages. Illustrations (some in 
colour). Index. 

This de luxe volume surveys one of the finest of Britain’s smaller museums which 

Owes it origin to the 7th Viscount Fitzwilliam (1745-1816) who bequeathed his 

collections and a handsome endowment to the University of Cambridge. In the 
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century and a half since his death other benefactors have enlarged the scope of the 
Museum which now embraces all branches of the fine arts. The art-lover may range 
in this album of masterpieces from early Chinese jades to Impressionist paintings, 
from Greek vases and bronzes to medieval illuminated manuscripts and pictures by 
Rembrandt, Titian and Veronese. The Introduction gives a general account of the 
Fitzwilliam buildings, the founder’s bequest and the personnel who have administered 
and enlarged the collections with skill and devotion. Detailed descriptions of specific 
objects accompany each plate. (708-2) 


THE ART AND ARCHITECTURE OF ANCIENT EGYPT. 
W. Stevenson Smith. Penguin Books, 63s. 1958. 26°5 cm. $22 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Pelican History of Art) 

This splendidly produced book surveys the architecture, sculpture, painting and minor 

arts of Egypt from pre-Dynastic figurines more than five thousand years old to 

Meroitic temples of the Christian era, relating them to contemporary Asiatic and 

Mediterranean cultures. The author presents the facts in lucid order, but is perhaps 

over-cautious about identifying trends or awarding prizes. A little more comment 

would have helped in distinguishing successive phases within this immensely long- 
lived artistic convention. For century after century, the external surfaces of a certain 
way of life—majestic or naif—were brilliantly reproduced to circumvent mortality, 
and only most rarely did a new aesthetic idea, a hint of the interior life break through. 

Such an all-pervasive tradition hardly allows the emergence of individual masters; a 

few great architects like Imhotep or Senmut or sculptors like Tuthmosis barely appear 

as names, in a vast sequence of unknown artists of magnificent skill. (709: 32) 


2000 YEARS OF JAPANESE ART. Yukio Yashiro. Edited by Peter 
Swann. Thames & Hudson, 147s. 1958. 268 pages. 177 plates (42 in colour). 
Prepared for western readers as a pendant to the Exhibition of Japanese Art Treasures 
which was seen in various European countries during the summer of 1958, this 
impressive volume contains numerous photogravure illustrations, tipped-in colour 
plates, and a text by the Deputy Chairman of the Japanese National Commission for 
the Protection of Cultural Properties. The book serves both as a memorial volume to 
the Exhibition and as an authoritative account of Japanese art which is less well known 
to westerners than that of China. The text has been edited by Peter Swann, of the 
Museum of Eastern Art, Oxford, who is the author of the recently published Intro- 
duction to the Arts of Japan. (709-52) 


A SURVEY OF PERSIAN ART FROM PREHISTORIC TIMES 
TO THE PRESENT. Edited by Arthur Upham Pope. INDEX VOLUME 
compiled by Theodore Besterman. Oxford University Press, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 
136 pages. 

Arthur Upham Pope’s Survey of Persian Art published in 1938-1939 in six volumes 

is the most comprehensive treatment available of its subject, covering all aspects and 

periods of Persian art. A detailed analytical index was prepared but not published just 
before the war by Mr. Theodore Besterman, a bibliographer of international reputa- 
tion. Some twenty years later the project has been taken up again and successfully 
accomplished. Besides guiding the research worker to the relevant sections in Mr. 
Upham Pope’s magisterial volumes, the Index Volume provides librarians and others 
with authoritative forms for the spelling of Persian names. (709-55)

Two admirable books, arranged, printed, illustrated and presented in impeccable 

style. The first provides an up-to-date reference source of basic information on the 

planning problems of building at high densities. The second describes the many 
ways in which trees can be used to make towns beautiful, and is particularly valuable 
for a very full list of suitable trees with their characteristics. Although primarily 
intended for members of councils, local government officers, architects and surveyors, 
these manuals, like their several excellent predecessors which have appeared since 
the end of the war, contain a great deal of material of general interest.

ARCHITECTURE: NINETEENTH AND TWENTIETH 
CENTURIES. Henry-Russell Hitchcock. Penguin Books, 70s. 1958. 26-5 cm.

(The Pelican History of Art) 
The present volume in this splendid and authoritative series examines the archi- 
tectural production of the past century and a half, not only of Europe, but of North 
and South America and Australia, and attempts to arrive at a balanced assessment of 
each phase, movement and noteworthy building. The field is vast, indeed 
intimidating, and only Professor Hitchcock, with his prodigious knowledge, critical 
perspicacity and remarkable gifts for compression and expression, could undertake 
a work of such magnitude. Not a history in the conventional sense, but a summary 
of the personal judgments of a very eminent American scholar, the book is easy to 
criticise. It is safe to say, however, that it will long be recognised as a standard source 
of general reference to roth and early 20th century western architecture. Copiously 
documented, with a splendidly furnished bibliography, and a wonderful collection 
of photographs, this volume is worthy of the best of its predecessors. (720-9) 


HERE, OF ALL PLACES. The Pocket lamp of Architecture. Text and 
drawings by Osbert Lancaster. Murray, 21s. 1959. 24 cm. 208 pages. 
Osbert Lancaster’s ‘pocket cartoons’ in the Daily Express have brought him such a 
wide popular success in another field that the majority of his present-day admirers 
probably do not realise that he first established his reputation as a singularly perceptive 
architectural critic. This book is a kind of Lancaster ‘omnibus’, containing many of 
his carlier essays from, for example, Homes Sweet Homes and Pillar to Post, and also 
his new survey of the architectural peculiarities of the United States. It need only be 
said that time has not weakened his powers, and that he writes as well as he draws. 
Wit, learning, humour and acute observation are “Here, of all Places’. (720-9) 


SCANDINAVIAN ARCHITECTURE. Buildings and Society in 
Denmark, Finland, Norway and Sweden from the Iron Age until Today. Thomas 
Paulsson. Translated from the Swedish. Leonard Hill, 42s. 1958. 25 cm. 272 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Map. Bibliography. Index. 


Although the contribution of Scandinavia to Western architecture during the past 
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thirty years has been of outstanding importance, most of us would have to confess 
to an almost total ignorance of the qualities of nordic buildings of earlier periods. 
This book, the author believes, represents the first attempt in any language to compress 
into a single volume the architectural histories of Denmark, Finland, Norway and 
Sweden. Obliged to be rigidly selective and making no attempt to provide a detailed 
study of the work of individual architects, the eminent Swedish architectural 
historian, Thomas Paulsson, has composed an instructive panorama of the archi- 
tectural heritage of these four countries, in which the social background is always 
clearly defined. A very full bibliography is provided. (720-948) 


THE FUNCTIONAL TRADITION in Early Industrial Buildings. Text 
by J. M. Richards. Photographs chiefly by Eric de Maré. Architectural Press, 36s. 
1958. 25 cm. 200 pages. 265 photographs. Index. 

We are inclined to associate functionalism with the modern movement in archi- 

tecture and to forget that suitability for purpose has nearly always been recognised 

as a basic factor of good design. Britain is particularly rich in workaday buildings— 
warchouses, breweries, mills, and so on—especially of the 1750-1850 period, which 
are splendid examples of functional architecture. They are rarely mentioned in the 
guide books, but they have fortunately not escaped the notice of Eric de Maré, who 
has supplied the great majority of the splendid photographs of this delightful book, 
and of J. M. Richards, the well-known architectural critic, who contributes a brief 
essay of critical appreciation and also the notes on the pictures. (725-4)

MINOR ENGLISH WOOD SCULPTURE, 1400-1550. Arthur 
Gardner. Tiranti, 21s. 1958. 19 cm. 126 pages. I!lustrations. Index. (Chapters in 
Art) 

This delightful picture-book contains nearly two hundred photographs of carved 

animals and figures found on bench ends in English parish churches. The plates are 

preceded by an essay on the distribution and subject matter of these unsophisticated 
carvings which display the playful inventiveness and sense of humour found in 

English art of all periods. The author emphasises the fact that the majority of these 

carved bench-ends, for some unexplained reason, are found in East Anglia and the 

West Country. They are probably the work of local craftsmen and throw light, 

incidentally, on the social life of the period as well as typifying one form of popular 

art in the period before the Reformation. (730)

STAFFORDSHIRE PORTRAIT FIGURES OF THE VICTORIAN 
AGE. Thomas Balston. Faber, 63s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 142 pages. 52 plates (4 in 
colour). Index. 

Staffordshire portrait figures are studied with exemplary thoroughness in this 

attractive volume. The collector will learn where and how these earthenware 

figurines were made, who designed them, the prices at which they were offered for 
sale, and much about the miscellaneous company of historical and literary figures 
who served as models. The catalogue describes in detail over four hundred pieces, 
with biographical and other notes lucidly presented. Manufactured originally as 
popular ornaments for the mantelpieces of the lower middle classes, these figures are 
now collected as one of the most colourful and exuberant examples of British popular 
art in the 19th century. This is the most complete and authoritative book on the 
figure groups which has yet appeared. (738-2)

THE COMPLETE BOOK OF ARTISTS’ TECHNIQUES. Kurt 
Herberts. Translated from the German. Thames & Hudson, 63s. 1958. Obl. 
21°$ cm. 352 pages. 197 illustrations (80 in colour). 
This important book describes the peculiarities, resources and limitations of some 
thirty-eight different techniques used by artists through the ages in a lucid text 
supporter -d by highly effective illustrations which show processes as well as the 
finished article. The account of techniques is divided into: those dependent on the 
support or ground (wall paintings, stained glass, etc.); those dependent on the 
material (oils, watercolours, etc.); and those governed by the nature of the tools 
employed (pen and pencil drawing, all forms of engraving). The author has made 
a special study of techniques used in the ancient world and concludes with a detailed 
account of the methods probably used in prehistoric cave-painting, Greek vase 
painting, Pompeian frescoes and Byzantine mosaics. The book is addressed to the 
intelligent lay public who prefer to look at artistic objects with understanding and 
some knowledge of the techniques employed. (751) 


TWENTY-FOUR MASTERPIECES FROM THE NATIONAL 
GALLERY, LONDON, with Descriptive Notes. H.M. Stationery Office for 
the Trustees, National Gallery, London, 10s.6d. 1958. 30°5 cm. 44 pages, including

Twenty-four colour plates of some of the jewels of the National Gallery, London, 

ranging from the Wilton Diptych (c. 1395) through examples of the art of Van 

Eyck, Holbein, Giorgione, Michelangelo, Rubens, Watteau, Gainsborough, 

Constable and Manet, are preceded in this attractive publication by descriptive notes 

by Michael Levey and a foreword by the Director of the Gallery, Sir Philip Hendy.

GEORGES BRAQUE. John Richardson. Penguin Books, 8s.6d. 1959. 
2 cm. 32 pages. 32 plates (16 in colour). Paper covers. (Penguin Modern Painters) 
Georges Braque (b. 1882) belongs to the small group of French painters who have 
decisively influenced 2oth century art. Yet his work has seldom received the publicity 
which has been accorded to Picasso and Matisse, and remains relatively unfamiliar to 
the general public. A recent retrospective exhibition in London somewhat altered 
this position, a process which the present book will further. The author has worked 
in collaboration with Braque himself from whom many of the statements in the 
introduction regarding the artist’s early life and subsequent development are taken 
at first hand. The essay is followed by sixteen monochrome and sixteen colour plates 
reproducing an attractive selection of Braque’s still-lifes and other pictures which are 
distinguished for their subtle colour modulations and highly personal arrangement of 
objects and semi-abstract shapes. (75974) 


POUSSIN (1594-1665). With an Introduction and notes by R. H. Wilenski. 
Faber, 15s. 1958. 30°5 cm. 24 pages. 8 tipped-in colour plates. Paper covers. (Faber 
Gallery) 

The art of the French-born 17th century artist Nicolas Poussin, who spent all his adult 

life in Rome, receives illuminating comment in this booklet by the distinguished critic 

R. H. Wilenski who is also general editor of the series to which it belongs. The colour 

plates have been chosen from the “Bacchanal’ paintings depicting pagan revels and the 

‘landscapes with figures’—two genres in which Poussin excelled. Mr. Wilenski’s com- 
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ments on the formal qualities, the disposition of figures and lighting, the precision of 
detail, and the sublety of colouring which distinguish the work of this important 
representative of 17th century classicism make this a notable addition to a popular 
series. (759°4) 


PIETRO ANNIGONI. With an Introduction by Charles Richard Cammell. 

2nd edition, revised. Batsford, 30s. 1958. 25 cm. 32 pages. 43 illustrations (4 in colour). 
The technical virtuosity of Pietro Annigoni (b. Milan, 1910), combined with a flair 
for portrait, landscape and symbolic painting flawlessly executed, has made the painter 
one of the most fashionable artists of recent years. This cheap reprint, in a smaller 
format, of a book published in 1954 by an enthusiastic admirer reproduces forty-three 
paintings, including four portraits in colour. The selection and introduction are the 
same as in the previous edition except for the portraits of the Duke of Edinburgh, 
Princess Margaret, and the Maharanee of Jaipur. (759°5)

COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL PHOTOGRAPHY. David 
Charles. Chapman & Hall, 52s.6d. 1958. 22-5 cm. 414 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Index. 
David Charles, a veteran of professional photographers, began his career as an appren- 
tice to a firm of royal portrait photographers and since then he has had a long and 
distinguished career in the field of industrial photography. This book is extremely 
well written and illustrated and will be a constant guide for those who use or apply 
photography in industry, commerce and science. For the student wishing to gain 
associateship or fellowship of the Royal Photographic Society or of kindred institu- 
tions, the contents should be of great value. Chapters cover: Lens-types, Applications, 
Calculations, Sensitive Materials, Camera Movements and their Uses, Lighting and 
Reflections, Mastery of Daylight, Coloured Subjects and Colour-Processes, Three 
Dimension Effects in Photographs, Some Superstitions and Illusions, Science and 
Research.

CAMERAS: THE FACTS. How they work; What they will do; How 
they commpene. W. D. Emanuel and Andrew Matheson. New edition. Focal Press, 
15s. 1958. 22 cm. 206 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. 

An extremely useful book compiled by two experts. Their object is to help the photo- 

grapher choose his camera by studying facts and figures, design features, performance, 

series of comprehensive data and all the other characteristics that add up to each 
camera’s scope. The analytical illustrations that accompany the text are revealingly 
instructive.

CAMERA IN THE SKY. Charles A. Sims. Temple Press, 25s. 1958. 
23°5 cm. 226 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This book is not a history of flying but in well written text and aptly chosen photo- 
graphs reveals many facets of aviation since the early 1920's. Its theme is the progress of 
air photography since the days of glass plates and very slow emulsions, but it is entirely 
free from scientific terms. The author’s career began in the Royal Air Force and has 
since continued in aviation photographic journalism. From Service photography in 
the Middle East the story continues with test and formation flying, air exercises and 
displays, and airlines, and provides a fascinating record of people, aircraft, engines, 
events and production methods. (778-35) 
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Music 
NORWEGIAN MUSIC. A Brief Survey. Kristian Lange and Arne 
Ostvedt. Dennis Dobson, 15s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Music examples. 
For most people, Norwegian music probably suggests Grieg, Ole Bull, perhaps 
Sinding, and a few others. This volume provides a useful corrective, which should 
go far towards widening the horizons of all who are interested in Scandinavian art. 
The authors trace the rise of folk-music and national influence in the early 19th 
century, and then summarise the achievements of Grieg and his contemporaries, and 
their relation to the major trends of European music. They show how in the 20th 
century Norwegians have either tried to keep up with later developments (chiefly 
the atonal school), or have tried to blend new national ideals with eclecticism. Efforts 
to establish concerts and opera on a national and international basis show how much 
musical promise there is in Norway for the future. (780-9481) 


GREGORIAN CHANT. Willi Apel. Burns & Oates, 84s. 1958. 24 cm. 
$44 pages. Illustrations. Music examples. Bibliography. Index. 
After summarising the origins of plainsong in the early Christian era, the author 
(Professor of Music in Indiana University, U.S.A.) describes how its essentials have 
slowly changed under local influences. He traces its decline until the monks of 
Solesmes restored its pristine purity. Besides a masterly account of the research which 
has led to the unravelling of many problems of notation, editing and performance, 
he offers some new theories of his own to resolve some conflicting opinions. He shows 
how the metrical subtleties of the Latin texts are linked to rhythmical nuances, 
particularly in the singing of the all-important psalms. One of the most brilliant 
chapters discusses modal characteristics in relation to the different sections of the 
liturgy. While a book of such vast complexity is necessarily for specialists at university 
level and above, it will surely do much to further the growing interest in medieval 
music. (783-5)

BBC HANDBOOK, 10959. British Broadcasting Corporation, ss. 1958. 
19 cm. 282 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This publication is a guide to the organisation of the British Broadcasting Corporation 
and a review of the sound and television programmes for home and overseas 
audiences which it has put out during the year. There is a detailed analysis of policy 
which breaks down the year’s programmes by kind, and a select list of titles of out- 
standing broadcasts is given. A new feature in this issue is a set of interesting photo- 
graphs including a view of the London Television Centre which is now in course of 
construction and, when completed, will occupy a 13-acre site. (791-4058) 


Puppets 
PUPPETS AND PUPPETRY. Cyril Beaumont. Studio Publications, 35s. 
1958. 29°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 

In short introductory chapters to this volume Cyril Beaumont, renowned both as an 
historian of the ballet and of the marionette, writes of the history and de evelopment of 
the puppet, the puppet today, anatomy, and new uses by its introduction into the 
field of education. The main part of the book contains an excellent scries of illustra- 
tions of puppets from fifteen countries with descriptive captions, and of puppet films 
from Czechoslovakia and Poland. The author has also included some of the material 
from his earlier Puppets and the Puppet Stage (1938). The book will have great value 
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and interest for the many thousands of practitioners in the field, and their audiences.

SHAKESPEARE AT THE OLD VIC. Mary Clarke. Hamish Hamilton 
for the Old Vic Trust, 25s. 1958. 27 cm. 114 pages. Illustrations. 

This volume describes seven productions, being the last of the thirty-six plays to be 
performed in the Five Year First Folio Plan at the Old Vic Theatre in the seasons 
1953-58. The plays, finely photographed by Angus McBean, Houston Rogers, Tony 
Armstrong Jones and David Sim, are Hamlet, King Henry VI, Parts 1, 2 and 3, Measure 
for Measure, A Midsummer Night's Dream, King Lear, Twelfth Night and King Henry 
VIII. In a short introduction the author writes of the success of the Plan and the 
resultant firm financial structure that has been established. (792-02) 


THEATRE WORLD ANNUAL (LONDON). A Pictorial Review 
of West End Productions with a record of Plays and Players. Number 9. 1st June, 
1957-31st May, 1958. Edited by Frances Stephens. Rockliff, 25s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 
176 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This volume comprises cast lists of all the plays produced in the West End of London 

between June Ist, 1957 and May 31st, 1958, and, additionally, synopses and illustra- 

tions of fifty of the most interesting or successful productions. Both the Old Vic 

Season and Ballet and Opera are dealt with separately, as are also the productions of 

famous visiting companies, among them the Moscow Art Theatre. The book serves 

both as a reference work and a souvenir of the London scene in the period under 

survey.

THE THREE GRACES. Anna Pavlova, Tamara Karsavina, Olga Spessivtzeva. 
The Legends and the Truth. Serge Lifar. Translated from the French by Gerard 
Hopkins. Cassell, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
A former leading dancer and choreographer for Diaghilev and the Paris Opéra sketches 
the carcers, styles and personalities of three great Russian dancers of the early 20th 
century. He introduces his subject with some observations and quotations on certain 
aspects of the aesthetics of academic ballet, and with short impressions of the roth 
century stars who preceded his chosen three; yet what he writes is less an illustration 
of the developing tradition of the ballerina than a record of his impression of, and a 
justification of his relationships with, three dancers, with each of whom his pro- 
fessional career has, in varying degree, been linked. (792-8)

CLIMBING THE FISH’S TAIL. Wilfrid Noyce. Heinemann, 18s. 1958. 
20°5 cm. 164 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Maps. 

The ‘Fish’s Tail’ is Machapuchare (22,958 feet) in the Nepalese Himalayas. Though 
one of the lesser giants, it is one of the most beautiful and difficult to climb. The 
author, who took part in the successful Everest expedition of 1953, led this five-man 
expedition in 1957. After many obstacles had been overcome, the author and David 
Cox climbed to within 150 feet of the virgin summit, but were forced to turn back 
by impossible weather and ice conditions. The photographs illustrate the ascent to 
perfection. The book will appeal chiefly to mountaineers. (796-52) 
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THE VANWALL STORY. Louis Klementaski and Michael Frostick. 
Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations. 
This is a success story if ever there was one. For many years Grand Prix racing was 
dominated by France, Germany and Italy, but the tremendous post-war interest which 
Britain has taken in motor sport and the enthusiasm of men like C. A. Vandervell 
have combined with technical skill to bring Britain again into the front rank. This 
tells the story of the Vanwall organisation from its beginnings, through its dis- 
appointments and development, to the present, when the Vanwall Grand Prix car 
leads the Formula 1 class. It is very well told and the photographs are wholly excellent. 
The Vanwall Story is bound to appeal to all followers of motor sport irrespective of 
age or experience. (796-72) 


CRUISING. Peter Heaton. New edition. Nicholas Kaye, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
190 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Musical examples. Chart. 
The author’s Sailing was written for the man who had never sailed and the present 
volume (first published by Penguin Books in 1952 and now reissued in a cloth-bound 
edition) takes the yachtsman a step further. It deals, among other things, with naviga- 
tion, equipment, stores, housekeeping, weather lore, first aid, engines, and flag 
etiquette. The essential matter is lightened by a judicious selection of shanties, sea lore, 
tips and weather couplets, and the book concludes with a very comprehensive glossary 
of nautical terms. There is no question or problem in the planning and execution of a 
cruise which cannot be answered within its pages. (797-14) 


SCEPTRE. The Seventeenth Challenger. Hugh Somerville. Cassell, 215. 
1958. 22 cm. 214 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
In 1851 an American schooner bearing her country’s name crossed the Atlantic and 
won the Royal Yacht Squadron’s £100 Cup which now perpetuates her name. The 
book opens at this period and after a brief historical survey of the intervening contests 
the story of Sceptre’s challenge and races in 1958 is told. Beginning with the detailed 
conditions, it covers the work of the four designers, building the boat, trials and tuning 
up. Then follow the races themselves in the seventeenth series for the America’s Cup 
with Columbia’s easy victory, and a glimpse into future challengers and conditions. 
The concise text and excellent illustrations, including graphs, combine to provide a 
valuable addition to yacht-racing history. (797°142)

A STREETCAR NAMED DESIRE and THE GLASS MENAGERIE. 
Tennessee Williams. Introduced and edited by E. Martin Browne. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 208 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Plays) 
The third volume of Tennessee Williams’ plays reprinted in this series goes back to 
his two earliest successes, and both pieces describe the peculiar disadvantages and 
frustrations suffered in the southern states of America by women whose families have 
come down in the world. In the first a neurotic, unmarried school-teacher, clinging to 
the shreds of a happier past, is driven to insanity by the brutalities of her sister's New 
Orleans household; in the second a cripplied girl’s prospects of marriage are ruined 
by her mother’s domination and interference. Both plays are theatrically effective, 
although the unrelieved passivity of their heroines creates an obsessive impression.

THE PENGUIN BOOK OF CANADIAN VERSE. Edited with ati 
introduction and notes by Ralph Gustafson. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 
256 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. Paper covers. 
This anthology traces the growth of Canadian poetry from the beginning of the last 
century to the present day. The roth century pocts appear more distinctively Canadian 
in the subject matter than in the form of their verse, which in general follows the model 
of English romantic poetry. The most impressive period is that which spans the late 
19th century and the modern age and is illustrated in the verse of E. V. Pratt. Later 
generations are notably represented in the work of Douglas Le Pan, Patrick Anderson 
and Norman Levine. The poetry is predominantly lyrical and much of it inspired 
by the severity and grandeur of the Canadian climate and landscape. (821-08C) 


CANTERBURY TALES. Geoffrey Chaucer. Edited with an introduction 
by A. C. Cawley. Revised edition. Dent, 10s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 630 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

Geoffrey Chaucer (1340?-1400) is not only Britain’s greatest medieval poet but one of 

the greatest poets in English literature. His Canterbury Tales, consisting of stories told, 

to entertain one another, by a company of pilgrims representative of most of the 
occupations and social groups of his day, reveals his many-sided genius in characterisa- 
tion, copiousness, versification, humour and wide human sympathy. His famous 

Prologue sketching his characters should reassure readers deterred by his medieval 

language. Moreover, an informative introduction and the many footnotes, glosses and 

translations throughout this excellent edition should enable every reader to enjoy the 

first English poet who wrote for ‘everyman’. (821-1) 


THE BURNS ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Maurice Lindsay. Hutchinson, 215. 
1959. 25 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Specially compiled for the Burns bi-centenary in 1959, this is a well-designed book of 
reference, scholarly in detail and easy for the reader to find his way about. It supplies 
a badly felt need in filling in the many topical allusions in the poems and still more in 
Burns’s letters. Most of the entries concern personalities, but places and contemporary 
Scottish customs are also dealt with where necessary. Himself a poet, the author adopts 
a human approach to his material and the treatment is never dry. (821-6) 


THOMAS GRAY. R. W. Ketton-Cremer. Longmans for the British Council, 
2s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 32 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. (Bibliographical Supple- 
ments to “British Book News’) 

A small group of poems of which his famous Elegy was one—tending to overshadow 

the others—gave Thomas Gray (1716-1771) his lasting place in English literature. This 

essay shows a retiring assiduous scholar of a melancholy cast of mind becoming the 
dominant poetic figure in the mid-cighteenth century. The examination of the poems, 
which, indeed, shows the Elegy to be unique, reveals Gray’s finished technique, his 
sensitivity to humanity and Nature, his classical and European culture contributing to 
his unmistakable originality. The attention given to Gray’s humour and supremacy 
as a letter-writer are welcome features of this excellent essay. (821-6) 


POETRY FOR SUPPER. R. S. Thomas. Hart-Davis, 9s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 
48 pages. 
Mr. Thomas’s second book of verse continues to celebrate the universal themes of 
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country life, intimately handled, though with a less distinctively Welsh flavour than 
his Song at the Year's Turning. The structure and the choice of imagery in his poems is 
simple and natural, and at the end one is left with the impression of a carefully created 
scene in which every detail is minutely visualised and justifies its place. He writes with 
an equal command of rhyme and of free verse, and if the range of these poems is 
limited, the language and emotional effect is perfectly controlled. (821-91) 


English Drama 
THE HOSTAGE. Brendan Behan. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 98 pages. 


The scene of this much discussed play is a disreputable Dublin lodging-house, where 
a young English soldier is brought after being kidnapped as hostage for the life of an 
IRA man awaiting execution in Belfast. Mr. Behan is a more conscious satirist and a 
slighter playright than Sean O’Casey with whom he is sometimes compared. The 
play’s mood alternates sharply between suspense and fantastic comedy and much 
broad balladry is put into the mouths of even the most serious characters. The author 
possesses a highly developed sense of theatre, but is perhaps too concerned with 
immediate at the expense of sustained effect. (822-91) 


A TASTE OF HONEY. Shelagh Delaney. Methuen, 3s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 
84 pages. 
Written by a girl of nineteen, this highly original play about Helen (described as a 
‘semi-whore’) and her adolescent daughter defies synopsis. It is set in a semi-slum near 
Manchester. The daughter, Josephine, becomes pregnant by a coloured sailor and is 
looked after by a disinterested art student when her mother goes off to get married. 
As the curtain falls, Josephine is about to have her baby. The life of the play lies in the 
dialogue rather than the plot. After its first presentation by London’s experimental 
Theatre Workshop, it was described by Graham Greene as having ‘all the freshness 
of Mr. Osborne’s Look Back in Anger and a greater maturity’. (822-91) 


UNDER MILK WOOD. A Play in Two Acts. Dylan Thomas. Preface 
and musical settings by Daniel Jones. Dent, 7s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 96 pages. Frontis- 
piece. Paper covers. 

It was a bold experiment to bring Dylan Thomas’s last major work, originally written 
for radio, into the theatre. But it was achieved at the Edinburgh Festival in 1956 and 
later, slightly altered again, on the London stage. Now, by the publication of this 
acting edition, complete with lighting, property and furniture plots, lighting and 
setting sheet, notes on pronunciation, and the musical settings to the songs, the task 
of future producers, formidable though it will always remain with the host of charac- 
ters and constant changes of scene, will be much eased. Footnotes mark every modi- 
fication of text from the original version, including transposition of passages.

THE BOY FRIEND. A Play in Three Acts. Sandy Wilson. Reprint.

The Boy Friend was first conceived as a modest attempt to parody the typical musical 

comedy of the 1920's. Finally the author succeeded in re-creating not merely the plot, 

but the music, lyrics, dancing, decor, and style of acting of the period, and the play, 
first put on in London in 1954, has only just finished its run. In itself a slight story of 
the course of young love among the rich, it has proved inexhaustibly popular in 

Britain and the U.S.A. as a witty yet tender revival of a vanished age. (822-91)

Of value for the Arthur Watkyn and John Mortimer contributions. Arthur Watkyn’s 

Not in the Book is an adroit and amusing comedy—a ‘whodunit’ which is done before 

your eyes; expertly written, with witty dialogue, well-drawn characters and mounting 

suspense as to whether the hero will get away with the murder he has not, in point of 
fact, committed. John Mortimer, a new dramatist graduated from radio and tele- 
vision, has a facility for creating a situation from practically nothing and building it 
up with skilful dialogue, shrewd observation and a sense of the ludicrous. Of the 
remaining two plays, one is an adaptation of a mild French comedy about dominating 
women and the other a pleasant little domestic trifle. (822-91)

SIR WALTER SCOTT. Ian Jack. Longmans for the British Council, 2s.6d 
1958. 21°§ cm. 40 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to “British Book News’) 
After discussing why Sir Walter Scott (1771-1832) is nowadays accepted as an 
institution rather than a great novelist to be read, this essay examines Scott’s poetry 
and novels in the light of his own comments. Scott’s essentially visual imagination 
stirred him to vivid presentation of scenes and scenery peopled by characters from his 
knowledge of legend, romance, and history. Scott should be judged by his best: the 
sweep and ballad pathos of his verse, and the eloquence, handling of dialogue and 
masterly characterisation of humble folk. This essay, showing Scott giving the novel 
a new status and history a significance, should send readers back to Scott. (823-7) 


J. B. PRIESTLEY. An Informal Study of his Work. David Hughes. 
Hart-Davis, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 226 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This ‘informal study’ adopts a novel approach: that of introducing the work of a 
writer through the critic’s encounters with individual books at different periods in his 
life. Through these personal glimpses the peculiar impact of an author on an admirer’s 
imagination is vividly communicated. Mr. Hughes considers Priestley in all his aspects: 
as autobiographical writer (in such volumes as Midnight on the Desert and Rain upon 
Godshill) and objective essayist (as in The English Comic Characters), as novelist and 
dramatist. Writing with a nice blend of appreciative affection and critical discrimina- 
tion, the author manages admirably to convey the idiosyncratic flavour of his subject

THE WORLD OF SOMERSET MAUGHAM. An Anthology. Edited 
by Klaus W. Jonas. Peter Owen, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. 

The editor, who has organised a centre of Maugham studies in the U.S.A., has brought 

together six essays of rather uneven scope and merit in this critical selection. The most 

interesting is certainly M. C. Kuner’s critique of Maugham and the West, which com- 
bines a good deal of biographical information with a discerning analysis of the novels, 
stories and plays sect in Europe and America. St. John Ervine, writing on Maugham’s 
drama, takes the unconventional view that Sheppey is his finest achievement, and 
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Glenway Westcott, in assessing his reputation today, has some interesting remarks on 
his methods of work and fictional technique. (823-91)

DAS LIED VOM HURNEN SEYERID. Critical edition with Introduction 
and Notes. K. C. King. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 
170 pages. Bibliography. 

This edition of an early 16th century German poem, designed for advanced specialist 

students, provides a critical examination of the text based upon some ten extant prints, 

together with an elaborate survey of the evidence as to the relation of the poem to the 
medieval Siegfried legend. Upon this latter point the views of German scholars have 
been very conflicting, but Dr. King comes to definite conclusions which should clear 
away much of the speculation which has been exercised upon the theme. The very 
detailed scholarly apparatus occupies about 110 pages, the text requiring only 51 with 
the variants printed below. (831-4) 


French Literature 


THE THEATER OF MARIVAUX. Kenneth N. McKee. With an 
appreciation by Jean-Louis Barrault. Peter Owen, 35s. 1959. 21 cm. 294 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

The comedies of Marivaux (1688-1763), superbly mounted and played by France’s 

greatest actors, continue to enchant French audiences today. They are idealised love 

stories, sometimes artificial, refreshingly free from any coarse or tawdry element, and 
with a strong feminist bias. After a short introduction on Marivaux and the theatre 
of his day, Professor McKee analyses and discusses each of the thirty-two comedies. 

Jean-Louis Barrault contributes a delightful foreword. The photographic illustrations 

are charming. Altogether a volume to be treasured by all students and lovers of the 

18th century theatre. (842-5) 


THE EAGLE HAS TWO HEADS. Jean Cocteau. Adapted from the 
French by Ronald Duncan. Vision Press, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 142 pages. 
This play belongs to a genre more familiar in France than in Britain, the type of 
intellectual melodrama which is undeniably effective on the stage but less substantial 
in print. The plot, which is reminiscent of the histories both of the Empress Elizabeth 
of Austria and of Ludwig II of Bavaria, tells the story of a young queen hypnotised by 
the memory of her murdered consort: she imagines him to be re-created in the person 
of the young revolutionary who finally kills her. Mr. Duncan has rendered this 
symbolic love-story into a declamatory verse which is often dramatically striking but 
decidedly more turgid than Jean Cocteau’s prose. (842-91) 


Italian Literature 


THE SONNETS OF MICHELANGELO. The Italian text with an 
English translation and Introduction by J. A. Symonds. Vision Press, 16s. 1959. 
19 cm. 200 pages. 

Symond’s translation, a by-product of his work on the massive Renaissance in Italy, 

was first published in 1878. This reprint gives the Italian text (from Guasti’s edition of 

1863) on one page and the translation opposite. Symonds inevitably uses the poetic 

diction of his period, but this is not unsuited to the rendering of 16th century Italian; 

it is remarkable how close he manages to keep to the original while producing very 
creditable English sonnets, quite acceptable to readers without Italian. The book 
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includes a brief introduction, some useful notes and six post-card size reproductions 
of Michelangelo drawings. It is of value to anyone interested in the mind of the artist 
or in the Renaissance generally. (851-3) 


LIFE OF A MAN. Guiseppe Ungaretti. A version with introduction by 

Allen Mandelbaum. Hamish Hamilton, 20s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 178 pages. Bibliography. 
Ungaretti, elder to Montale and Quasimodo, has dominated the Italian poetic scene 
of the last forty years, in revolution against the rhetorical, decorative, decadent, 
sensual verbosity of the D’Annunzian period. Though born of Italian parents in 
Alexandria and educated amidst the poetic ferment of pre-First War Paris, his revolu- 
tion was in a re-evocation of origins and particularly of the purist values of Leopardi. 
A master of new rhythms, he is concise and uses little imagery or allusion. His appeal 
is immediate, deep, quict, moving and simple. Mr. Mandelbaum’s accurate and sensi- 
tive translation (facing the original Italian) is a considerable achievement, conveying 
intact much of the spirit of the original while retaining the poet’s rhythms. (851-91) 


Greek Literature 
THE VOYAGE OF ARGO. The Argonautica. Apollonius of Rhodes. 
Translated from the Greek with an introduction by E. V. Rieu. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 208 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 
Apollonius’s epic poem in four books, which recounts the quest for the Golden Fleece, 
is a work of the Alexandrian age, containing many echoes of Homeric epic but written 
with far more interest in psychological observation than in the heroic mood. Modern 
taste has always found the third book, which describes the falling in love of Jason and 
Medea, the most memorable. Dr. Rieu’s prose translation is the first to render the 
poem into readable English: he does not attempt to reproduce the poetic effect of 
Apollonius’s mannered hexameters, but he achieves a flowing narrative which rises 
to moments of genuine pathos at the emotional climaxes of the poem. (883)

SAIL HO! My Early Years at Sea. Sir James Bisset. Written in collaboration 
with P. R. Stephensen. Angus & Robertson, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations 
(1 in colour). 
Men who sailed the seas during the final transition from canvas to steam have a good 
yarn to tell and this one by a master who reached the peak of his profession is out- 
standing. At fifteen, measuring four feet ten and weighing a bare five stone, he began 
a man’s life as an apprentice in a three-masted sailing ship and his first voyage circum- 
navigated the globe. Thus began a 50-year seafaring career which ended in command 
of the two ‘Queens’, the world’s biggest ships. Typical as this varied and thrilling 
story of the first six years in sail may be, it bears the signal imprint of one of the great 
seamen of the century. (910°45) 


SOUTHEAST ASIA. E. H. G. Dobby. 6th edition. University of London 
Press, 21s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 416 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Dobby, Professor of Geography in the University of Malaya, has brought this 

sixth edition of his standard work thoroughly up to date. The first part gives geo- 

graphical details of the area as a whole, the second describes the social geography of 

each country, and the third again covers the area as a whole from the point of view 
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of agriculture, fisheries, trade, population changes and politics. Over a hundred maps 
and diagrams illustrate the closely written text. Essentially a book of reference, it is 
indispensable to every serious student of Southeast Asian affairs. (9159) 


WE DARED THE ANDES. Three Journeys into the Unknown. Gustaf 
Bolinder. Translated from the Swedish by Elsa Kruuse. Abelard-Schuman, 21s. 1958. 
22 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

Professor Bolinder, pioneer ethnologist and one of Sweden’s most popular authors, 

lecturers and broadcasters, died in 1957 after a long iilness contracted in South 

America. Over a period he and his wife made three expeditions into the Sierra de 

Perija, the extension of the Andes which separates Colombia from Venezuela. In this 

modest and unpretentious account of their adventures are evident the qualities of tact 

and skill and aed of heart which won the confidence and friendship of the moun- 
tain Indians whose languages they learned and whose customs they studied. Not the 

least of their achievements was their discovery of the Pygmy Maraca tribe. (918-611) 


BEHIND THE LIANAS. Exploration in French Guiana. Henry Larsen and 
May Pellaton. Translated from the French of Pirogues sous les Lianes by A. and G. 
Reid. Oliver & Boyd, 18s. 1958. 21 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 

Chis is the narrative of excursions made by lorry, plane and canoe into the little known 

Maroni and Oyapoc river regions of French Guiana. In non-scientific language the 

authors, a museum collector of zoological specimens and a nature-loving journalist, 

reveal curiosities of animal life in the primeval forest and record traditions, myths and 
legends of the Creoles, the reconstituted African tribes and the aboriginal Indians, 
notably the Emérillons and the Oyampis. There are many excellent photographs and 

a brief vocabulary of Creole, Caribbean and Tupi words to solace the arm-chair 

explorer, exasperated by the lack of any map. (918-82) 


LONGHOUSE AND JUNGLE. An Expedition to Sarawak. Guy Arnold. 
Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 206 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
The leader of the wdl-centiel “Oxford University Expedition to Sarawak gives a 
fascinating account of the country covered and tribes encountered during six months 
of 1955. He and his three companions explored the Usun Apau plateau at the head- 
waters of the Rajang river and made the first ascent by a European of Batu Bora. 
They met numerous members of the nomadic Penam tribe, pale-skinned from the 
perpetual shade of the jungle, and gradually won the confidence of these shy folk. 
The scientific results of the expedition are awaited. Meanwhile this unusual travel book 
will interest the general reader. (919°115)

IRA ALDRIDGE: The Negro Tragedian. Herbert Marshall and Mildred 
Stock. Rockliff, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 364 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). References. 
Index. 

Herbert Marshall, a British producer and theatrical writer and journalist, and Mildred 

Stock, an American with a keen interest in racial problems, have collaborated most 

diligently and usefully to present this first full-scale and carefully documented account 

of the self-styled African Roscius, Ira Frederick Aldridge, 1807-1867. They reveal the 

first great negro actor in his many parts, in England, on the Continent and in deepest 

Russia, and revive the acclaim he won playing in the countries he visited. His reper- 

toire was chiefly Shakespearean, but also included many small pieces and farces. All are 
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described, also the conditions in the theatres, and the friendships with persons as 
diverse as Edmund Kean, Catherine Tolstoy and Jenny Lind. (92) 


WELCOME, GOOD FRIENDS. The Autobiography of Kenneth R. 
Barnes. Edited by Phyllis Hartnell. Peter Davies, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

The distinguished and eminent author of this autobiography was born in 1878. The 

son of a clergyman, the brother of two great actresses and husband of another, he was. 

early brought into contact and close friendships with many famous stars of the stage, 
actor-managers, producers and playwrights. But he will long be renowned above all 

else for his great work as Principal of the Royal Academy of Dramatic Art from 1909 

until 1955. From the time of his appointment, on the retirement of Sir Herbert 

Beerbohm Tree, Sir Kenneth Barnes worked single-mindedly for the solid establish- 

ment and the future of the Academy, and having won for R.A.D.A. the Royal 

Charter he was many years later to learn of its future financial security by the bequest 

made by George Bernard Shaw in his will. (92) 


THE CARDINAL DE BERNIS. Marcus Cheke. Cassell, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 
324 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Fran¢gois, Comte de Bernis, the perfect example of the 18th century nobleman turned 
ecclesiastic, served Church and State in the manner acceptable to the age. He entered 
the glittering court of Louis XV as an impecunious Abbé, rose to be French Ambassador 
to Venice, where he associated with Casanova, enjoyed Madame de Pompadour’s 
friendship and became Minister for Foreign Affairs, suffered her displeasure and was 
exiled to Rome. There, as Cardinal-Ambassador, he spent the last twenty-five years 
of his life, establishing an international reputation for hospitality and friendship, 
diplomacy and discretion. Sir Marcus Cheke’s richly glowing narrative most aptly 
recreates la douceur de vivre for which de Bernis stands. (92) 


THE CORRESPONDENCE OF EDMUND BURKE. Vol. I. April 
1744 - June 1768. Edited by Thomas W. Copeland. Cambridge University Press, 60s.

197 letters (24 published for the first time) appear in this first volume of a long-awaited 

definitive edition (planned to occupy ten volumes) of the correspondence of Edmund 

Burke (1729-97), the great political philosopher and one of the greatest masters of 

English prose. These letters throw great light on Burke’s life and work, even on the 

‘lost years’ before he at last relinquished his ambition to be a writer and entered 

politics. He is shown as a precocious undergraduate of fifteen, as private secretary to 

a well-known M.P. and then in 1765 as a member of Parliament and secretary to 

Rockingham, the prime minister. His early successes, his friendship with some famous 

contemporaries, the background of the Seven Years’ War and the disputes with the 

American colonies are illuminated in this excellently edited, outstanding book. (92) 

ALEC CLUNES. J. C. Trewin. Rockliff, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 134 pages. 


Illustrations. (Theatre World Monographs No. 12) 
Mr. Trewin writes entertainingly and informatively of the career of this brilliant and 
versatile actor. He has followed Alec Clunes with interest from a small-part Old Vic 
actor to Manager of the Arts Theatre Club. In his eleven years of management he 
raised a membership of two hundred to one of twenty-five thousand and in the wide 
range of plays and high standard of direction and acting transformed this small club 
into an important London theatrical centre. The book arrives most aptly as the actor 
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is shortly to take over from Rex Harrison the role of Professor Higgins in My Fair 
Lady, the famous musical version of Shaw’s Pygmalion which has now captured 
London. (92) 


OLIVER CROMWELL. S. Reed Brett. Black, 6s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 96 pages. 
Illustrations by Douglas Relf. (Lives to Remember) 
The author rightly emphasises that three-quarters of the life of Oliver Cromwell 
(1599-1658) was the vital formative period determining the part he played in the 
national crises (1643-1658). It is shown that, although Cromwell’s military genius 
grasped the tactical, strategical and administrative difficulties of the Parliamentarians, 
he always acted under authority leavening the whole army with the crusading 
conscience of his Ironsides. Thus he was chosen to protect the Commonwealth from 
its enemies at home and abroad. He was appointed Protector as a natural leader to 
solve post-war problems as he had solved military difficulties. This book is a worthy 
addition to its biographical series. (92) 


DAVID GARRICK. Carola Oman. Hodder & Stoughton, 42s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
448 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Miss Oman’s David Garrick will rank as a definitive biography of one of Britain’s 
greatest actors, who, through his exemplary behaviour, his lovable personality and 
brilliant attainments, did more than any actor who has ever lived to raise the standard 
and the prestige of the English Theatre. The author has had access to hitherto un- 
explored material—the research undertaken must have been prodigious—and with a 
subtle employment and arrangement of detail she has created a living representation 
of not only the stage of the day but also of the social life of the period, and has produced 
in the process a delightful and extremely readable narrative. (92) 


UNDER SIX REIGNS. G. P. Gooch. Longmans, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 
352 pages. Index. 
This distinguished English historian looks back over his long life—he was born in 
1873—and gives his impressions of his wide experience. Moving as he did in circles 
which represented scholarship, politics, literary journalism, and knowing personally 
the leading figures in all these fields, both at home and abroad, he has a rich store of 
interesting reminiscences upon which to draw, and his picture of his time makes good 
reading. He is revealed as a fine example of English culture, a dedicated scholar, a 
sensitive, modest, and charming personality. Of his book it may be said, as he himself 
says of a similar work by his friend Lord Haldane, ‘it summarises an honourable and 
fruitful career’. (92) 


FRANK HARRIS. Vincent Brome. Cassell, 25s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Frank Harris is remembered today as a flamboyant literary impresario of the pre-1914 
generation. He edited the Evening News, the Saturday Review and the Fortnightly with 
success, forced his way into the circle of the leading Edwardian writers and developed 
a flashy literary talent of his own. Mr. Brome has collected new and interesting 
information since the last biography of Harris appeared thirty years ago, and his book 
offers an extremely lively portrait of this striking yet squalid personality. (92) 


GUSTAV HOLST. A Biography. Imogen Holst. With a note by R. Vaughan 
Williams. Reprint. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

A welcome reprint of a book by the composer’s daughter first published in 1958, four 
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years after his death. Since then his reputation, both as teacher and composer, has been 
seen in new perspectives and has grown accordingly. Miss Holst’s engaging narrative 
draws fruitfully on letters and notebooks, and shows her father as a man of fine 
character who overcame many trials of ill-health and comparative poverty to win a 
permanent place in musical history. The passing of time has emphasised the essential 
Englishness of much of his music. This book shows clearly the sources and foundations 
of this quality. Miss Holst, herself a composer, has become widely known through her 
work with the English Opera Group. (92) 


MISER OF SOULS. The Life of Saint Jean-Marie-Baptiste Vianney, Curé 
of Ars 1786-1859. Margaret Trouncer. Hutchinson, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 272 pages. 
Frontispiece. 

This year marks the centenary of the death of the subject of this biography. After 

serving as assistant priest at Ecully, he went to Ars and was its curé for forty-one years: 

There, as we read in these delightful pages, his fame became legendary, and countless 

pilgrims came to him for confession and counsel. Although the author could not gain 

access to the original archives, she has made good use of the available sources and 

presented us with an impressive portrait of the little priest who was canonised in 1925.

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF FREDERICK LEMAITRE. Robert 
Baldick. Hamish Hamilton, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 284 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography.

Frédérick Lemaitre, who at the age of fifteen deserted from the army to play the part 

of a roaring lion in a tiny Paris theatre, later become one of Europe’s greatest actors. 

Born in 1800, he lived through an era of upheaval and disillusionment. Mr. Baldick, 

having consulted countless documents, skilfully links the theatrical to the political 

background with an unerring instinct for the significant detail which vivifies an event, 
character or place. He writes not only of the Romantic theatre but of all those minor 
plays and playhouses about which the textbooks say so little. An enthralling volume 

for student and general reader. (92) 


MRS. LONGFELLOW. Selected Letters and Journals of Fanny Appleton 
Longfellow (1817-1861). Edited by Edward Wagenknecht. Peter Owen, 25s. 1959. 
21°5 cm. 270 pages. Index. 

Born in Boston, Mass., in 1817, Fanny Appleton lived the life of a typical New 

England girl of good family, attending balls and lectures, travelling to Europe, and 

writing lively, intelligent and moral letters about it all. Most of the important literary 

figures of New England—Emerson, Lowell, Hawthorne and Longfellow (whom she 
married)—come into view; though it was increasingly her children who occupied her 
heart, her mind, and her journals. The extracts are well chosen, but the editor could 
have given more information about the people mentioned, instead of referring the 
reader to his biography of Longfellow. (92) 


THE MAKING OF A NEW ZEALANDER. Alan Mulgan. A. H. & 
A. W. Reed (Wellington, New Zealand), 18s.6d. 1958. 23 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 


The recollections and impressions of a New Zealand writer, journalist and Director 
of Talks in the New Zealand Broadcasting Service. There is much on early metro- 
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politan journalism, the ‘middle’ period of New Zealand society and on the develop- 
ment of New Zealand writing. Mr. Mulgan’s literary interests, as a noted essayist, 
historian and imaginative writer, and his feeling for the English tradition as modified 
and realigned in New Zealand give his autobiography more than local interest. _ (92) 


PART OF A LONG STORY. Eugene O’Neill as a young man in love. 
Agnes Boulton. Peter Davies, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. 
Agnes Boulton describes her first mecting with Eugene O’Neill in the winter of 
1917-18 and the early years of their marriage up to the birth of their first child. She 
draws a vivid picture of their relationship during O’Neill’s most formative years 
when he wrote his first plays for the Provincetown Players in New York, and the 
playwright’s complex, tortured personality emerges clearly from the many intimate 
details of her reminiscences. The book does not aspire to be an unbiased assessment of 
the artist, but it sheds much revealing light on a brilliant man who became the out- 
standing American dramatist of his generation. In a later volume Agnes Boulton 
intends to complete the story of their ten years of married life. (92) 


DUET FOR THREE HANDS. Cyril Smith. As told to Joyce Egginton. 
Angus & Robertson, 18s. 1958. 224 pages. 22-5 cm. Illustrations. 
When the author, a pianist of world-repute, visited Russia in 1956, he suffered an 
attack of thrombosis which deprived him of the use of his left hand. By far the best 
part of this autobiography deals with Mr. Smith’s happily successful effort to re- 
habilitate himself as a concert pianist, although playing with one hand. This he has 
done with the help of his wife, Phyllis Sellick, previously his partner in music for two 
pianos, who now plays with him as much of this as possible in arrangements for three 
hands. The rest of the book describes Mr. Smith’s rise to fame and success at local 
festivals in Yorkshire and at the Royal College in London. His reminiscences of 
notable musicians, including Rachmaninov, are lively and valuable. (92) 


THE HIDDEN FACE. A Study of St. Thérése of Lisieux. Ida Friederike 
GGrres. Translated from the German by Richard and Clara Winston. Burns & 
Oates, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 436 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

Ida Gérres boldly faces the difficulties which surround the cult of this saint. On the 

surface, the Church would appear to have canonized one who represented only the 

perfection of a narrow, sentimental piety. In this very interesting study of the life, 
times and writings of Thérése, the author makes it clear that this indeed is far from the 
case. In a sense she is one of the most important saints in modern times just because of 

her limitations. She is certainly the inheritor, not of a narrow pietistic facade but of a 

real spiritual richness which stretches back to St. Francis de Sales. This is a translation 

of the latest German edition. The first edition was published in 1942. (92) 


BLUEY TRUSCOTT. Squadron Leader Keith William Truscott, R.A.A.F. 
Ivan Southall. Angus & Robertson, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations. 
Australia always has outstanding personalities in the top flight of individual achieve- 
ment, especially in war and sport. This is the thrilling story of one of the air aces of 
World War II, and like many of them he was a Spitfire pilot. After qualifying he came 
to England to join the first Australian squadron to be formed and flew in many 
combats over the Channel and the Continent. Later he fought in the Pacific theatre 
in defence of his own country, and it was here that he lost his life in 1943. This stirring 
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record deals not only with his fighting service but tells much of his regrettably short 
personal life. (92) 


VAN GOGH: THE COMPLETE LETTERS. Translated into English. 
With reproductions of all the drawings in the correspondence. 3 vols. Thames & 
Hudson, £/15.15.0. 1958. 25 cm. 626 pages in each vol. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Facsimiles. 

The human and artistic interest of Van Gogh’s letters is something exceptional in the 

history of art. Most of them were written to his brother Theo and many had been 

translated into English by Theo’s widow before her death in 1925. This edition con- 
tains more than seven hundred letters together with facsimiles of the drawings in the 
originals and a memoir of the artist by his sister-in-law. Previous editions have been 
incorporated into these three handsome volumes which have been printed in Holland 
under the supervision of Van Gogh’s nephew who contributes a Foreword. Van Gogh 
died as long ago as 1890, but his popularity with all types of art lovers has steadily 
grown since his death. The portraits of the man and members of his family which 
emerge from the letters will have a lasting interest for all who enjoy the paintings of 
this dedicated artist. (92) 


GEORGE WASHINGTON: Man and Monument. Marcus Cunliffe. 

Collins, 18s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
The Lecturer in American History in Manchester University has attempted in this 
short book to sift the legends from the realities in order to give readers a concise, 
critical, and impartial portrait of the important figure who did so much to bring the 
American nation into existence. Mr. Cunliffe is thoroughly conversant with the 
literature on his subject, has an acute mind, a balanced judgment, wit, and a ready pen. 
He has written an attractive book. (92) 


JOHN WHITE. Augustus Muir. Hodder & Stoughton, 42s. 1958. 23 cm. 494 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 
Among biographies of Church leaders this volume deserves a high place. By common 
consent, John White was one of the chief adornments of the Church of Scotland and 
although he was the prime agent of the union between the Church of Scotland and the 
United Free Church, moderator of the General Assembly (1925) and Union Assembly 
(1929) and the indomitable leader of the Church Extension Scheme in the ’thirties, he 
gave himself without reserve to preaching and to the work of the pastorate. Readers 
will be grateful not only for a balanced, well-informed and glowing characterisation 
of Dr. White in his dealings with statesmen, ecclesiastics and fellow-Christians in the 
Church but for a clear and searching assessment of the contemporary religious scene 
in Scotland. (92) 


Ancient Greece 
ESSAYS IN GREEK HISTORY. H. T. Wade-Gery. Blackwell (Oxford), 
458. 1958. 22°5 cm. 318 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This volume, published in celebration of Professor Wade-Gery’s seventieth birthday, 
contains twelve of the distinguished Oxford ancient historian’s papers previously pub- 
lished in various periodicals, etc., and a thirteenth composed for the occasion. The 
predominant subject-matter is Athenian persons and institutions (e.g. The Laws of 
Kleisthenes, Miltiades, Themistokles’ Archonship, Thucydides the Son of Melesias); 
but Sparta and Epic Poetry (Hesiod and Kynaithos) also appear. Generally the treat- 
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ment is on a severely scholastic level, with no aim of popularisation. There are 
excellent indexes. (938)

THE NEW ZEALAND PEOPLE AT WAR: Political and External 
Affairs. F. L. W. Wood. Department of Internal Affairs: War History Branch 
(Wellington, New Zealand), 25s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 406 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This detailed survey of New Zealand wartime politics and administration examines 

government policy on various national and international issues during the Second 

World War and includes some discussion of post-war questions such as trusteeship, 

UNRRA and east-west relations. Topics such as alternative theatres of operation for 

the New Zealand division, manpower and censorship are adequately treated. A defini- 

tive and careful treatment of the period based on considerable research. The author is 

Professor of History at the Victoria University of Wellington. (94053931) 


THE JACKBOOT IN IRELAND. Sean O'Callaghan. Wingate, 13s.6d. 
1958. 22 cm. 158 pages. Frontispiece. 
Little has come to light about enemy activities in Ireland during World War II, and 
this well written book is therefore specially welcome. The story is based on German 
and Irish sources and records the extraordinary adventures of Hermann Goertz, Nazi 
intelligence agent and Luftwaffe officer, in both the Free State and Northern Ireland, 
that stronghold of British partiotism. He appears as a highly-trained spy, resourceful 
and courageous, whose duty was to his country and not to the Nazis. After internment 
following capture in 1941, Goertz took his own life on the eve of deportation to 
Germany as a war criminal. The warm-hearted Irish gave him a funeral of not un- 
deserved dignity. (940-5487)

A LAND. Jacquetta Hawkes. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 224 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

The author brings to her story—the creation of the land and people of Britain—the 
scientific training of an archaeologist and anthropologist and the imaginative intuition 
of a poet. Starting from earliest geological times she tells how the mountains and 
valleys, rocks and soils which constitute what today is Britain have gradually evolved, 
how plant and animal life developed, and finally how man, by his cultivation of the 
land, by his use of timber, stone and minerals, and in the work of poets and painters, 
has both changed and been profoundly influenced by his natural surroundings. (942) 


THE IMPERIAL IDEA AND ITS ENEMIES. A Study in British Power. 
A. P. Thornton. Macmillan, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 384 pages. Map. Index. 
The author, formerly of King’s College, Aberdeen, and now Professor of History in 
the University College of the West Indies, brings historical technique and wide 
reading to bear upon a highly topical subject. He is not concerned to add to the large 
collection of works describing the expansion of the British Empire, and the evolution 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations. His aim is to set out and account for those 
changes in attitude towards the British Empire adopted by men in power and out of 
it, and to assess the impact their ideas have made on the role of Great Britain in world 
affairs. This scholarly work makes clear what the British concept of empire has 
meant, and is an illuminating guide for all interested in the future of the British 
Commonwealth. (942) 
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PURITANISM AND REVOLUTION. Studies in Interpretation of the 
English Revolution of the 17th Century. Christopher Hill. Secker & Warburg, 42s. 
1958. 22 cm. 412 pages. References. Index. 

Most of the admirable essays in this book have hitherto been more or less inaccessible, 

and two of them have never been printed before. Their present publication in one 

volume will therefore be welcomed by all students of later Tudor and Stuart England, 
for his studies of which Mr. Hill, of Balliol College, Oxford, is justly celebrated. The 
closed-mind Marxism which marred his earliest books has long since vanished; he is 
now merely very penetrating and very radical. This is no book for those who like 
their history romantic or comfortable. Those, however, who admit at least the possi- 
bility of political and social links between religion and economics will find in it such 
a measure of guidance and stimulus as no other English writer can at present give.

THE JACOBITE MOVEMENT. Sir Charles Petrie. 3rd edition, revised. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 35s. 1959. 22 cm. 500 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The first edition of this book appeared (in one volume) in 1932, a second revised 

edition (in two volumes) in 1948-50. The third edition (in one volume) is largely re- 

written with the author’s opinions somewhat modified in the light of new material 
which is now available. In its latest form this book is the most complete and up-to-date 
history of the Jacobite movement in Britain, with its ramifications in international 
politics, from 1688, when the restored Stuart monarchy was driven into exile, until 
1807, when the cause lost its last leader with the death of the Cardinal Duke of York.

PETER THE GREAT. Vasili Klyuchevsky. Translated from the Russian 
by Liliana Archibald. Macmillan, 36s. 1959. 22 cm. 294 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
Index. 

Klyuchevsky’s five-volume History of Russia (1904-21) is still the most useful intro- 

duction for the period before the roth century. It has been reprinted in Soviet Russia 

in recent years. The fourth volume, dealing with the social and administrative changes 
of the reign of Peter the Great, contains an excellent account of that ruler as man and 
tsar. This is the part here translated by a New Zealand scholar. As the translation is 
intended for readers without a knowledge of Russian, the translator has confined 
references to books and articles which have appeared in English or French. A most 
useful work.

THE PRIVILEGE WAS MINE. A Russian Princess returns to the Soviet 
Union. Princess Zinaida Schakovskoy. Translated from the French by Peter Wiles. 
Cape, 16s. 1959. 20°§ cm. 256 pages. 

The author, a member of an ancient and distinguished Russian family, left her country 

as a child after the Revolution, returning in 1957 as the wife of a diplomat. By discreet 

dressing she was able to pass as a Soviet citizen and to converse with people in the 
streets, private homes, theatres and places where tourists do not penetrate. Her official 
status as a diplomat’s wife enabled her to meet the most distinguished of the Kremlin 
hierarchy. Her privileged position and qualifications coupled with a sound basic 
knowledge and understanding of the Russian history and people thus enabled her to 
assess the modern scene as few other visitors are able to do. (947-085)

ADEN. Sir Tom Hickinbotham. Constable, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. Index. 
In recent years great changes have taken place in South-West Arabia, with its intricate 
pattern of British colony and protectorate, and independent Arab Kingdom. The 
author, who has held a number of public offices in Aden, including that of Governor, 
traces the history and development of the port and colony of Aden; takes the reader 
beyond its confines into the wide areas of the Aden protectorate where the rulers of 
twenty-five states are in treaty relations with Her Majesty's Government; and finally 
discusses Britain’s relations with the independent Kingdom of the Yemen. He has 
drawn an accurate picture of this exciting corner of Arabia and has written with 
practical sympathy and intimate knowledge of the people who live there. The book 
is not without its lighter side and is strongly recommended to those secking reliable 
and authoritative information. (953-34) 
India 
THE ENGLISH UTILITARIANS AND INDIA. Eric Stokes. Oxford 
University Press, 458. 1959. 22 cm. 366 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This important contribution to the history of India in the 19th century deals with the 
part played in the development of the administrative structure by followers of the 
Utilitarian principles. Dr. Stokes contends that the Utilitarians were not merely the 
exponents of a moral theory, but men who put it into practice in the field of land 
revenue, reformed administrative methods and new penal codes, and in the develop- 
ment of a benevolent authoritarianism in India. The leading figures in this were James 
Mill, Macaulay, and Fitzjames Stephen, and this book describes the work they and 
their associates achieved, with its successes and failures, its virtues and limitations. The 
author has drawn on a wide range of published and unpublished sources in producing 
a volume which illuminates political theory in Britain and political practice in India.

The Sudan 
EGYPT IN THE SUDAN 1820-1881. Richard Hill. Oxford University 
Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 200 pages. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. (Middle Eastern Monographs: 11) 
A just and lively account of Egypt’s sixty years’ domination of the Sudan in the 19th 
century. The author had long experience of the Sudan, and possesses an unrivalled 
knowledge of original sources. He presents the fruits of profound research with humour 
and clarity. His implication, in his introduction and in the last chapter, that this colonial 
experiment created a bond between Egypt and the Sudan is hardly justified by the 
intervening text or by later experience. But, that minor criticism apart, this book is 
of value and interest not only to those making a study of the Middle East or of the 
government of primitive peoples, but to anyone who appreciates impartial history 
presented in irreproachable style. (962-403) 


Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 

THE BIRTH OF A DILEMMA. The Conquest and Settlement of Rhodesia. 
Philip Mason. Oxford University Press for the Institute of Race Relations, 30s. 1958. 
22 cm. 378 pages. Illustrations. Maps. References. Index. 

This treatise by the Director of the new Institute of Race Relations is distinguished 

by sympathetic appreciation both of European settlers and of the African peoples 

whom they conquered and then had to administer. Despite occasional though rela- 
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tively trivial errors of fact, he enables us well to understand why race relations in the 
Federation have come to assume their present pattern. His book is not a standard 
history, in the conventional sense of the term, but it fulfils ably its aim of explaining 
the kinds of problem that emerge in and complicate the existence of plural societies, 
and in representing the native point of view so objectively he provides a much-needed 
corrective to current opinion. He writes admirably and with many a neat turn of 
phrase, and deserves to be widely read. (968-9) 


Canada 
THE INDIANS OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. A Study of Contemporary 
Social Adjustment. H. B. Hawthorn, C. S. Belshaw, S. M. Jamieson. University of 
Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $10.00. 1958. 24 cm. 500 pages. Index. 
The Indian population of Canada is now more than 155,000. The goal of the Govern- 
ment’s Indian policy is to integrate these people into the general life and economy of 
the country. Because of painful problems in the implementation of this policy, the 
Government decided to launch a comprehensive study of modern life among Canada’s 
Indians. British Columbia was chosen as the locale for the first study. It covers com- 
munity and family life, resources, employment, education, relations with the law, 
social welfare needs, and administration. Since the emphasis is on the life of the present- 
day Indian, the report will be useful mainly to sociologists. There are no biblio- 
graphies. (970-411) 


THE FACE OF EARLY CANADA. Pictures of Canada which have 
helped to make history. F. St. George Spendlove. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), 
$8.50; $14.00 (de luxe). 1958. 29 cm. 162 pages. Illustrations (6 in colour). Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

The author, Curator of the Canadiana Collections, Royal Ontario Museum, has made 

a study of ‘most of the known early sketches and prints that have any direct bearing 

upon the history of Canada’. The most important of these are reproduced here with a 

commentary upon both artist and theme. The artists were mainly British officers, and 

all but four of the pictures date from after the British conquest of 1759. Biographical 
details about the artists, and lists of titles of additional pictures make this an invaluable 

reference book.

THE TWENTIETH MAINE. A Volunteer Regiment in the Civil War. 
John J. Pullen. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 348 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 
One of the most enlightening views of war history is through the eyes of a good 
regiment. This scholarly, ably written book deals with the 20th Maine, a Union 
volunteer regiment in the American Civil War. Raised only in August, 1862, it was 
heavily blooded at Fredericksburg in December, and later carried out an epic march 
of 107 miles in five days under arduous conditions immediately before the Battle of 
Gettysburg—and so it continued at the same high standard to victory. This intimate 
and personal story of a gallant regiment illustrates once again the horrors of civil war 
and the sacrifices demanded from those who fight it.

New Zealand 


A HISTORY OF NEW ZEALAND. Keith Sinclair. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 
1959. 18 cm. 320 pages. Maps. Bibliographical note. Index. Paper covers. 
This fifth volume in the series reaches a very high level. The author, Senior Lecturer 
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in History in the University of Auckland, describes the history of New Zealand and 
establishes its present position in the world from the threefold point of view of a 
former British colony, a country of the New World, and a Pacific country. Economics 
and politics (including particularly the advanced social legislation of the latter part 
of the nineteenth century), literature and cultural life, the status of New Zealand in 
the Commonwealth and the world—all find their place in this stimulating narrative, 
A useful final section not only indicates books for further reading but lists some 
important unpublished theses. (993-1) 


FICTION 
General 
BONNIE JEAN. James Barke. Collins, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 320 pages. 
Published for the bicentenary of the birth of Robert Burns, this novel fittingly 
concludes the author’s sequence of five earlier ones based on the poet’s life, with a 
story about the fortunes of his widow from the time of his death in 1796. Jean 
Armour was left practically penniless, with six children to rear. This book depicts 
with understanding her lonely, courageous struggle, in the small house in Dumfries, 
against poverty, the loss of one after another of her children (through death or 
departure for distant places), and—not least—against a legion of well-intentioned 
but obtuse idolaters of her husband’s memory. 


THE FASTER THEY GO. John Bentley. Faber, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
234 pages. 

This is a fast-moving novel whose central figure—a young and comparatively 
unknown racing driver—reaches the front rank through a combination of skill and 
good fortune. The story is packed with exciting incident and, as might be expected 
from an author with Mr. Bentley’s personal racing experience, background and 
atmosphere are impressively authentic. The descriptions of a top-flight driver’s 
reactions under the stress of Grand Prix work are particularly convincing. The Faster 
They Go should appeal to most motor sport enthusiasts. 


A PAINTER OF OUR TIME. John Berger. Secker & Warburg, 18s. 
1958. 20 cm. 238 pages. Frontispiece. 

An original though loosely constructed novel written in the form of a painter’s diary. 
The hero is an elderly Hungarian artist, a Communist who has lived for many years 
in England, struggling without recognition, and who suddenly disappears during 
the Hungarian uprising as he is on the point of achieving a London success. The 
scenes in which he clashes with dealers, patrons and the rest of the apparatus of the 
Western art world are far the most convincing and dramatic. The author’s own 
views on modern art are strongly influenced by Marxist theory, and this tends to 
narrow the scope of his attempt to portray a great contemporary artist. 


NYMPH AND SHEPHERDS. Richard Cavendish. Cassell, 15s. 1959. 
20°§ cm. 202 pages. 
Written with much assurance, this first novel is a light-hearted comedy of manners, 
in which the author walks a delicate tight-rope between satire and analytical descrip- 
tion of middle class rural society. The hero is a young graduate, as cool and casual 
as they come, whose first job is that of private secretary to a magazine-editing 
‘squire’. He only lasts a week, but what an eventful and amusing weck he makes of it, 
both for himself and for his employer’s wife. Apart from a few lapses into under- 
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graduate humour, this is an intelligent, entertaining book, very well written, which 
in its engaging frankness will remind some readers of early Kingsley Amis. 


THE UNKNOWN CHEKHOV. Stories and Other Writings. Translated 
from the Russian with an introduction by Avrahm Yarmolinsky. Peter Owen, 25s. 
1959. 21 cm. 310 pages. 

Chekhov wrote some four hundred and fifty stories, apart from his ephemeral 

journalistic sketches, but less than half of these were included in Constance Garnett’s 

selection. Some have since been translated but Mr. Yarmolinsky has for years past 
been a pioneer in bringing forward work which has never before been read in English. 

These two dozen stories and sketches fall within the familiar range of Chekhovian 

themes, some of them displaying his highest skill, others evidently hasty work, and 

there is also a brief extract from his book on Sakhalin. The translator’s introduction 
is admirably informative. 


THE STORIES OF COLETTE. Translated from the French by Antonia 
White. Secker & Warburg, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 404 pages. 

The art which Colette displays in these tales remains as original and as assured as 
ever. She is not a particularly compact story-writer and needs space to manoeuvre, 
but she sets her peculiar stamp on the form she has chosen and is always in control 
of her material. ‘The Kepi’, a story of a middle-aged woman’s love affair with a 
younger man, is perhaps the most perfectly accomplished in this collection. But 
these stories are best read at intervals, otherwise the strain of the cruel and the 
macabre which runs through so many of them becomes altogether too pervasive. 


NO REMITTANCE. Dan Davin. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 
224 pages. 

Richard Kane, born in London, looks back over his remarkably unsuccessful career 
as architect, farmer and husband to see what sense he can make of it all in retrospect, 
as he waits for death to come and claim him in the south tip of New Zealand. This 
unusual, moving but not (rather surprisingly) depressing novel has the authentically 
ambiguous quality of real life. In Dan Davin New Zealand possesses a novelist with a 
distinctive vision and mature technique. 


AUTUMN FOR HEROES. Peter Ferguson. Cape, 15s. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
220 pages. 

Mr. Ferguson’s novel follows an almost geometrical pattern in its construction and 
movement. The four principal characters, who are unknown to one another at its 
opening—a girl undergraduate at Oxford, a young National Serviceman, a middle- 
aged suburban divorcee and a failed writer—are all brought together at a hospital as 
a result of their various psychological maladjustments and the plot traces their 
subsequent breakdown or recovery. The best of the book is found in these early 
chapters, where the author shows a keen sense of comedy as well as much human 
sympathy ; he is especially skilful at portraying the self-consciousness of the young. 


NO LOVE FOR JOHNNIE. Wilfred Fienburgh. Hutchinson, 15s. 1959. 
20 cm. 232 pages. 

The author of this novel was a Member of Parliament who had reached a promising 

stage in his career by early middle age when he was killed in a motoring accident. 

The plot, which suggests a certain amount of autobiographical inspiration, concerns 
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the life of a North-Country Labour M.P. whose marriage breaks up and who falls 
in love with a young girl. The political background is convincingly sketched and if 
the tension between public and private life is presented in somewhat naive terms, the 
total effect is sincere and moving. 


AFTER ROME, AFRICA. Brian Glanville. Secker & Warburg, 138.6d. 
1959. 19 cm. 240 pages. 

A fast-moving novel of an English journalist’s adventures in southern Italy. The 
Rome correspondent for a sensational London Sunday paper is sent to investigate 
the story of the abduction of a school mistress in a Calabrian mountain village. The 
affair turns out to have political complications and develops into a clash between 
Communists, Fascists and Mafia, while the journalist is torn between the demands of 
his paper and the risks to his friends if he writes what he knows. The sketches of 
Italian character are deft, if somewhat superficial; the interest of the narrative lies in 
the suspense and difficulty of the journalist’s mission. 


EVERY MAN IS AN ISLAND. Ronald Hambleton. Hutchinson, 15s. 1959. 
20 cm. 246 pages. 

How much of an island? Ronald Hambleton poses the question of how insular is one 
really. In this novel, a group of people are all influenced to some degree by a man 
called Shaggit, a not particularly endearing character who always seems to be present 
either in person or in thought. All their lives seem to be linked, and almost controlled, 
by this central shadowy figure. As a novel it tends to become obscure in parts, but 
the author by the poetry of his writing has produced a work that almost gives the 
impression of being in verse. 


THE UNSPEAKABLE SKIPTON. Pamela Hansford Johnson. Macmillan, 
15S. 1959. 19°5 cm. 254 pages. 

Always a writer sensitive to the values of the middle class—and especially perceptive 
of those who fail to conform or live on its fringes—Miss Hansford Johnson breaks 
quite new ground in this novel of an expatriate Englishman scraping a living in 
Bruges. Skipton is a figure distinctly reminiscent of Fr. Rolfe, possessing just enough 
talent to encourage the illusion of being a persecuted genius. The plot describes his 
relations with a pretentious English woman dramatist and her friends travelling in 
Belgium. It is compact, fast-moving and handled with an extremely skilful blend ot 
comedy and pathos. 


THE BRUTAL YEARS. Gert Ledig. Translated from the German by 
Oliver Coburn and Ursula Lehrburger. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 13s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 192 pages. 





This short but impressively written novel is set in Munich in the early years of the 
Allied Occupation. It portrays a group of young German men and women, all 
morally or physically damaged by the war, and living outside the law. The girls 
are patronised by occupying officers, the men operate various rackets including the 
ambushing of American trucks. Most of the characters are German, yet it is neither 
a specifically German scene nor German characteristics which are most powerfully 
communicated, but an atmosphere of moral collapse in which immediate self- 
preservation is the overriding concern. 


HEAVEN IN YOUR HAND and Other Stories. Norah Lofts. Michael 
Joseph, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
A nice sense of the mocking irony of circumstance colours a number of the stories 
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in this versatile and most readable collection: that, for example, of the timid eloping 
bride who eventually turns into a duplicate of the termagant she escaped from in 
her mother; or of the two old women, mistress and servant, in ‘Going Downhill 
Together’ —a tale of the times which poignantly depicts the dilemma of the ‘new 
poor’. ‘All That is Necessary . . .’, an especially effective story about helpless old 
people trapped in a genteel nursing home at the mercy of an unscrupulous harpy, 
has the authentic Jame sian chill of horror and evil. 


MY CARAVAGGIO STYLE. Doris Langley Moore. Cassell, 15s. 1959. 
20°§ cm. 222 pages. 

Herself a Byron scholar, the author imagines in this novel an attempt to forge the 
celebrated manuscript of memoirs which the poet wrote and his publisher and friends 
agreed to burn. The author of the fraud is an unsuccessful writer, also employed as 
an antiquarian bookseller. The planning and execution of the forgery is excitingly 
and convincingly told and the brief extracts from the text provide a lively imitation 
of Byron’s prose. The weakness of the story is the supporting plot, which relates 
the forger’s ambition to marry a model who in the end discovers and frustrates his 
crime. 


THE BLUSH. Elizabeth Taylor. Peter Davies, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
Elizabeth Taylor is a writer of considerable shrewdness, wit, and delicacy of 
observation, and this latest volume of stories shows her at the top of her form. She 
is especially skilful in delineating relationships between women: for instance, between 
the two eighteen-year-old girls in “A Troubled State of Mind’—one of whom, in 
the other’s absence at school in Switzerland, has married her friend’s father; or 
between the disappointed sisters of “Summer Schools’, desperately snatching at some 
semblance of the life that is slipping by them. The situation of the distraught and 
harrassed heroine of “The Letter-Writers’, appalled at the prospect of meeting the 
distinguished man with whom she has conducted, through letters, a satisfying 
relationship for a decade, is one which might have tempted Tchekov. 


THE AUNT’S STORY. Patrick White. New edition. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 304 pages. 

This novel, which first appeared ten years ago, is a slighter yet more sophisticated 
work than Mr. White’s famous The Tree of Man or Voss. The character of the aunt 
is elaborately built up through a combination of minute realism and fantastic comedy. 
The portrait is continuous, beginning with a girlhood in Australia dominated by a 
mother from whom she is only finally released late in life; there follows a period of 
travel and mildly grotesque adventures in Europe, and lastly a wonderfully described 
old age, steadily moving into a solitary world of aberration. The narrative is loosely 
held together, but the description of the gradual drift of the aunt’s consciousness from 
the framework of normal experience is a remarkable achievement. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE EVIL EYE. Pierre Boileau and Thomas Narcejac. Translated from the 
French by G. Sainsbury. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

Boileau and Narcejac, authors of The Fiends, show once again their mastery of 
suspense in this new book, which contains two stories. “The Evil Eye’ is the story of 
a paralytic who, suddenly finding himself cured, tries to discover what has happened 
during the years he has missed. Why do those nearest to him try to keep him from 
finding out? The more he finds out, the more difficult is it to get to the truth. “The 
Sleeping Beauty’ is a most gruesome affair, masterly in the telling, about a young

French count who falls in love with the daughter of a strange family who appear to 
alternate between life and death. The simple way in which the story is unfolded 
heightens the dramatic moments by making them the more believable. 


MIZMAZE. Mary Fitt. Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 232 pages. 
Mazes have often played a part in detective stories, but a maze was a particularly 
appropriate choice as the scene of the murder in this novel which, like all Miss Fitt’s 
stories, combines sound detection with a kind of dream-like inconsequence. The two 
beautiful and untrustworthy daughters of the murdered man and their various 
suitors appear and disappear in the intricacies of a maze-like plot of gradually-explored 
motive and method. 


SINGING IN THE SHROUDS. Ngaio Marsh. Collins, 12s.6d. 1959. 
I9 cm. 256 pages. 

On a foggy February night a cargo ship leaves London for South Africa with nine 
passengers, one of them a murderer. A shipboard romance and a second murder, a 
varied collection of warped characters, plenty of atmosphere and cleverly adjusted 
tension make this a most enjoyable murder tale, in the cosily horrible British rather 
than the grimly horrible American tradition. One of Ngaio’s Marsh’s best 
storics. 


PENDENNIS. W. M. Thackeray. Reprint. New introduction by M. R. 
Ridley. 2 vols. Dent, 8s.6d. each. 1959. 18-5 cm. 414 : 400 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman’s Library) 

Pendennis was begun within a month or so of Thackeray’s finishing Vanity Fair; it 
was published in monthly parts (apart from a period of three months’ illness) between 
1848-1850. After the success of Vanity Fair Thackeray was lionised in London society 
and was thus well placed to write this study in the development of a gifted young 
man torn between the attractions of a brilliant but worldly social life and his own 
instinctive honesty and simplicity. M. R. Ridley’s introduction to this new edition 
is masterly: in addition to saying everything of importance about the book, it 
includes a couple of penetrating pages on the effects, both on writer and reader, of 
writing for serial publication. 


RESTLESS HOUSE. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by Percy 
Pinkerton. Introduction by Angus Wilson. Reprint. Elek Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 
18 cm. 384 pages. Paper covers. (Bestseller Library) 

One of the most outspoken and, in its time, most execrated of Zola’s novels, 

Pot-Bouille appeared late in the Rougon-Macquart cycle. After the description in 

Nana of the role of the cocotte risen from the proletariat, it was the turn of the 

respectable bourgeoisie to be exposed. The hero is an attractive young provincial 

seeking his fortune in Paris and the story tells of the effect he makes on the women of 

a typical upper middle class household. Zola lashes the hypocrisy of his own sex and 

the sentimental adultery of bourgeois womenfolk, but his satire includes a strong 

element of compassion. The standard of translation is high. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
A BEAR CALLED PADDINGTON. Michael Bond. Collins, 8s.6d. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by Peggy Fortnum. 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown were astonished when they found a bear stranded at Paddington 
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Station in London, though they were not surprised when he spoke to them in 
excellent English. Their children and the other people in this amusing book for 
younger readers are equally unsurprised by Paddington’s command of speech, but 
everyone was astounded by the scrapes that he got into: these varied from accidental 
ruin of the window display of a big shop to active intervention to rescue the un- 
fortunate heroine of a West End play. But everyone forgave Paddington, because 
he was such an appealing bear. 


THE JADE GREEN CADILLAC. Dorothy Clewes. Collins, 10s.6d. 
1958. 19°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Shirley Hughes. 

Another story about the three Hadley children, who appear in Miss Clewes’s earlier 
books. This time they are on holiday in Austria at the time of the Hungarian uprising. 
One of them is kidnapped by a villain who wishes to exploit his surprising 
resemblance to the son of a distinguished Hungarian exile. His captor hides him in a 
travelling circus where he is compelled to appear as a performing chimpanzee, but 
his brother and sister rescue him as well as the unfortunate Hungarian boy. This is an 
exciting story, and the Austrian background is authentically presented. 


THORVALD’S PLAN. Alison Cross. Macmillan, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
26 pages. Illustrations by Denise Bates. 

A pleasantly-written and informative tale about a Norwegian boy and girl—they 
are thirteen-year-old twins—in Northern Norway a century and a half ago. Their 
mother falls ill and they are left alone to work the isolated farm through a long, 
northern winter. There are dangers from wild animals and thieves as well as from 
the rigours of the climate, but the children come through so successfully that they are 
able to pay off the debt on the farm and present the title-deeds to their parents when 
they return. There is ample incident and the story should appeal to most adventure- 
loving young readers between the ages of 10 and 14. 


TALES TOLD AGAIN. Walter de la Mare. Reprint. Faber, 15s. 19509. 
21 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations by Alan Howard. 

The late Walter de la Mare was not only a poet, but also a writer of exquisite prose 

for children and adults. This collection of fairy stories, first published under the title 

Told Again in 1927, contains many old favourites, such as ‘Cinderella’ and “The 

Dancing Princesses’. Others, like “The Twelve Windows’ and the Scottish tale of 

“Mollie Whuppie’, will be new to many readers. 


STARS FOR CRISTY. Mabel Leigh Hunt. Blackie, 9s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 
142 pages. Illustrations by Velma Isley. 

Cristy Romano is a little girl from a family of Italian-American tenement dwellers. 
As the story opens, school is over and the long summer vacation lies ahead, full of 
interesting projects—books to read, classes in baby-care, a real baby brother to look 
after. Then comes the surprising news that she is to spend two weeks in the country 
with a friendly farmer and his wife. With them she finds a world whose existence 
she had never suspected and joys of a new and deeply satisfying kind. This is a gentle 
and likeable book, suitable for little girls. 


THE PARTICK STEAMBOAT. Frank Knight. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Patrick Jobson. 

Captain Knight’s new book is so packed with action and incident that it is difficult 

to give a brief summary of its plot. Set in the Clydeside area in 1812, when the 
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William Harvey, Joseph Lister, Elizabeth Garrett Anderson and Alexander Fleming, 
and to these are added, Louis Pasteur, Ivan Pavlov, Marie Curie and, the only living 
man included, Albert Schweitzer. The stories of these giants of medicine are written 
in a clear, inspiring style and the book can be confidently recommended to this age 


group.

MAKERS OF TO-DAY.

Young. Dennis Dobson, 


12s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations by Milein Cosman. Index. 
As an enthusiastic and experienced lecturer at the University College of North 
Staffordshire, Dr. Young is rightly disturbed by the fact that so many young people’s 
musical experience excludes most of what has been composed since about 1900. So 
here he tries to bridge the gap by writing about Janaéek, Nielsen, Schoenberg, Ravel, 
Falla, Bartdk, Stravinsky, Prokofiev, Hindemith, Copland and Walton. He explains 
how they fit into musical history, why their music sounds ‘difficult’, and suggests 
the best ways of approaching it. The young reader should find this book a helpful 
and stimulating aid to further study. 
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
